AN ACT 


To prohibit employers, employment agencies, labor unions, and 
associations from discriminating on the basis of age in hiring, job retention, 
compensation, and other terms and conditions of employment; and to provide for 
recovery of amounts owed for violations. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. For the purposes of this act, the following words and phrases 
shall have the following meanings: 
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(1) DISCRIMINATORY PRACTICE. Any practice made unlawful by this act. 


(2) EMPLOYER. Any person employing 15 or more employees for each 
working day in each of 20 or more calendar weeks in the current or preceding 
calendar year, including any agent of that person, but not to include a municipality 
* or county. 


(3) EMPLOYMENT AGENCY. Any person regularly undertaking, with or 
without compensation, to procure employees for an employer or to procure for 
employees opportunities to work for an employer, including any agent of that 
person. 


(4) LABOR ORGANIZATION. Any organization which exists for the 
purpose, in whole or in part, of collective bargaining, of dealing with employers 
concerning grievances, terms, or conditions of employment, or of other mutual aid 
or protection in connection with employment. 


Section 2. No employer, employment agency, or labor organization shall 
discriminate in employment against a worker 40 years of age and over in hiring, 
job retention, compensation, or other terms or conditions of employment. 


Section 3. It is an unlawful employment practice for an employer to do any 
of the following: 


(1) Fail or refuse to hire or discharge an individual, or otherwise discriminate 
against an individual with respect to compensation, terms, or privileges of 
employment, because of the age of the individual. 


(2) Limit, segregate, or classify employees or applicants for employment in 
any way which would deprive or tend to deprive an individual of employment 
opportunities or to adversely affect the status of an individual as an employee, 
because of the age of the individual. 


Section 4. It is an unlawful employment practice for an employment agency 
to fail or refuse to refer for employment, or otherwise to discriminate against an 
individual because of the age of the individual. 


Section 5. It is an unlawful employment practice for a labor organization to 
do any of the following: 


(1) Exclude or expel from its membership, or otherwise discriminate against 
an individual because of the age of the individual. 


(2) Limit, segregate, or classify its membership, or to classify or fail or refuse 
to refer for employment an individual in any way which would deprive or tend to 
deprive an individual of employment opportunities, or adversely affect the status of 
an individual as an employee, or as an applicant for employment, because of the 
age of the individual. 
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(3) Cause or attempt to cause an employer to discriminate against an 
individual in violation of this section. 


Section 6. It is an unlawful employment practice for an employer, labor 
organization, or joint labor-management committee controlling apprenticeship or 
other training or retraining, including on-the-job training programs, to discriminate 
against an individual because of age in admission to, or employment in, any 
program established to provide apprenticeship or other training. 


Section 7. It is an unlawful employment practice for an employer, employ- 
ment agency, labor organization, or joint labor-management committee to discrimi- 
nate against an individual seeking a license, certification, or seeking to take or 
pass an examination, because of the age of the individual. 


Section 8. It is an unfawful employment practice for an employer, labor 
organization, employment agency, or joint labor-management committee to print, 
or cause to be printed or published, any notice or advertisement relating to 
employment, apprenticeship, or other training, indicating any preference, 
limitation, specification, or discrimination of age. 


Section 9. It is an unlawful employment practice for an employer, labor 
organization, employment agency, or joint labor-management committee to 
discriminate against an individual because that individual has opposed any 
practice which is an unlawful employment practice under this act, or because that 
individual has made a charge, testified, assisted, or participated in any manner in 
an investigation, proceeding, or hearing under this act.

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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Sections 12-15-1.1, 12-15-32, and 12-15-71 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, to further provide for the jurisdiction of the juvenile courts under 
certain conditions; to further provide for a child to pay restitution for offenses under 
the jurisdiction of the juvenile court; and to provide that restitution against the 
parent, guardian, or child shall be governed by the same principles applicable to 
other offenders. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 12-15-1.1, 12-15-32, and 12-15-71, as amended by 
Acts 96-570 and 96-769 of the 1996 Regular Session, of the Code of Alabama 
1975, are amended to read as follows: 


"§12-15-1.1. 


"This chapter shall be known as the Alabama Juvenile Justice Act. The 
purpose of this chapter is to facilitate the care, protection, and discipline of chil- 
dren who come within the jurisdiction of the juvenile court, while acknowledging 
the responsibility of the juvenile court to preserve the public peace and security. 


"In furtherance of this purpose, the following goals have been established 
for the juvenile court: 


"(1) To preserve and strengthen the child’s family whenever possible, 
including improvement of home environment:. 


"(2) To remove the child from the custody of his or her parents only when it 
is judicially determined to be in his or her best interest or for the safety and 
protection of the public;. 


"(3) To reunite a child with his or her parents as quickly and as safely as 
possible when the child has been removed from his-parents: the custody of his or 


her parents;. 


"(4) To secure for any child removed from parental custody the necessary 
treatment, care, guidance, and discipline to assist him or her in becoming a 
responsible productive member of society;. 


"(5) To promote a continuum of services for children and their families from 
prevention to aftercare, considering wherever possible, prevention, diversion, and 
early interventions. 


"(6) To promote the use of community based alternatives as deterrents to 
acts of juvenile delinquency and as least restrictive dispositional alternatives;. 
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"(7) To hold a child found to be delinquent accountable for his or her actions 
to the extent of the child’s age, education, mental and physical condition, 
background, and all other relevant factors and to provide a program of 
supervision, care, and rehabilitation, including rehabHitative restitution by the child 


to the victim of his or her delinquent acts te-the-extentthatihe child is reasonably 
ableto-de-se;. 

(8) To achieve the foregoing goals in the least restrictive setting necessary, 
with a preference at all times for the preservation of the family and the integration 
of parental accountability and participation in treatment and counseling programs. 


“Judicial procedures through which these goals are accomplished will 
assure the parties a fair hearing where their constitutional and other statutory 
rights are recognized and enforced. 


"This chapter shall be liberally construed to the end that each child coming 
within the jurisdiction of the juvenile court shall receive suek the care, guidance, 
and control, preferably in his or her own home, necessary for the ehitd’s welfare of 
the child and the best interest of the state. 


"§12-15-32. 


"(a) For the purposes of this chapter, jurisdiction obtained by the juvenile 
court in the any case of a child shall be retained by it until the child becomes 21 
years of age unless terminated prior thereto by order of the judge of the juvenile 


court except that the juvenile court shall retain jurisdiction until the child complies 


with any order of the juvenile court requiring the payment of fines, costs, 
restitution, or other court ordered monies. This section shall not be construed to 


affect the jurisdiction of other courts over offenses committed by the child after he 
reaches the age of 18 years. 


"(b) If a pAiReF person already under the jurisdiction of the juvenile court is 
convicted or adjudicated a youthful offender in a criminal court of a crime commit- 
ted after the age of 18, the conviction or adjudication shall terminate the jurisdic- 
tion of the juvenile court except that the juvenile court shall retain jurisdiction until 


the child complies with any order of the juvenile court requiring the payment of 
fines, costs, restitution, or other court ordered monies. 


"(c) Nothing in this section or Section 12-15-34.1 is intended to terminate the 


jurisdiction of a juvenile court regarding enforcement of an order requiring pay- 
ment of fines, costs, restitution, or other court ordered monies. 


"(d) For purposes of this chapter, any order of a juvenile court requiring 
payment of fines, costs, restitution, or other court ordered monies shall remain 
effective with regard to the payments until the fines, costs, restitution, or other 
court ordered monies are paid in full. 
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"(e) For purposes of enforcing any order of the juvenile court requiring the 
payment of fines, costs, restitution, or other court ordered monies, the remedies 
with regard to punishment for contempt, including incarceration in jail, shall be 
available to the juvenile court. 


"§12-15-71, 


"(a) If a child is found to be dependent, the court may make any of the 
following orders of disposition to protect the welfare of the child: 


"(1) Permit the child to remain with the child's parents, guardian, or other 
custodian of the child, subject to conditions and limitations as the court may 
prescribe. 


"(2) Place the child under protective supervision as herein provided or under 
the supervision of the Department of Human Resources. 


"(3) Transfer legal custody to any of the following: 


"a. The Department of Human Resources; provided, that the department is 
equipped to care for the child. 


"b. A local public child-placing agency or private organization or facility 
willing and able to assume the education, care, and maintenance of the child and 
which is licensed by the Department of Human Resources or otherwise authorized 
by law to receive and provide care for the child. 


"c. A relative or other individual who, after study by the Department of 
Human Resources, is found by the court to be qualified to receive and care for the 
child. 


"(4) Make sueh any other order as the court in its discretion shall deem to be 
for the welfare and best interests of the child. 


"(5) In appropriate cases, award permanent custody to the Department of 
Human Resources or to a licensed child-placing agency with termination of 
parental rights and authorization to place for adoption, without appointing a legal 
guardian or guardian of the person, or award temporary custody to the same 
without appointing a legal custodian or guardian or guardian of the person. 


“(6) There shail be a rebuttable presumption that children cannot be re- 
moved from custody of parents solely because of a need for emergency housing. 


"(b) Unless a child found dependent shall also be found to be delinquent, the 
child shall not be committed to or confined in an institution established for the care 
and rehabilitation of delinquent children or detention facility. Nothing in this 
subsection shall be construed to prohibit the placement of dependent children in 
any other residential facility as defined in subdivision (22) of Section 12-15-1. 
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"(c) If a child is found to be delinquent or in need of supervision, the court 
may make any of the following orders or dispositions for the child’s supervision, 
care, and rehabilitation: 


"(1) Permit the child to remain with the ehitd's parents, guardian, or other 
custodian of the child, subject to the conditions and limitations the court may 
prescribe. 


"(2) Place the child on probation under conditions and limitations the court 
may prescribe. 


"(3) Transfer legal custody to any of the following: 


"a. The Department of Youth Services, with or without a commitment order 
to a specific institution. 


"b. In the case of a child in need of supervision, the Department of Youth 
Services, or the Department of Human Resources. 


“c. A local, public, or private agency, organization, or facility willing and able 
to assume the education, care, and maintenance of the child and which is licensed 
or otherwise authorized by law to receive and provide care for children. 


"d. A relative or other individual who, after study by the probation services, 
is found by the court to be qualified to receive and care for the child. 


"(4) Make any other order as the court in its discretion shall deem to be for 
the welfare and best interests of the child, including random drug screens, assess- 
ment of fines not to exceed two hundred fifty dollars ($250), and restitution against 
the parent, guardian, or child, as the court deems appropriate. Costs for court- 
ordered drug screening may be ordered paid for by the state out of moneys 
appropriated as "court costs not otherwise provided for." Any costs for drug 
screening recouped by order of court for drug screening shall be paid to the State 


General Fund. Restitution against the parent, guardian, or child shall be governed 
by the same principles applicable in Article 4A of Chapter 18 of Title 15 
(commencing at Section 15-18-65). 


"(5) Direct the parent or custodian of the child to perform such reasonable 
acts as are deemed necessary to promote the best interest of the child. 


"(6) In any case where a child is adjudicated delinquent for possessing a 
pistol, short-barreled rifle, or short-barreled shotgun, any pistol, short-barreled rifle, 
or short-barreled shotgun possessed by that child is forfeited and shall be ordered 
to be destroyed by the court. 


"(d) No child by virtue of a disposition under this section shall be committed 
or transferred to a penal institution or other facility used for the execution of 
sentences of persons convicted of a crime. 
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"(e) No child found to be in need of supervision, unless also found to be 
delinquent, shall be committed to or placed in an institution or facility established 
for the care and rehabilitation of delinquent children unless the court finds upon a 
further hearing that the child is not amenable to treatment or rehabilitation under 
any prior disposition or unless the child is again alleged to be a child in need of 
supervision and the court, after hearing, so finds. 


"(f) When a delinquent child is committable to an institution or agency for the 
mentally retarded or mentally ill, the court shall proceed as provided in Section 
12-15-70 rather than committing to an institution or facility for the care and rehabil- 
itation of delinquent children. 


"(g) Whenever the court vests legal custody in an agency or department, it 
shall transmit with the order copies of the clinical reports, predisposition study, and 
other information it has pertinent to the care and treatment of the child. 


"(h)(1) Regardless of the nature of the petition or allegation, when evidence 
is presented to the court that a child is at imminent risk of an out-of-home place- 
ment or a placement in a more restrictive environment as a result of the conditions 
of emotional disturbance, behavior disorder, mental retardation, mental illness, 
dependency, chemical dependency, education deficits, lack of supervision, 
delinquency, physical illness or disability, or any combination thereof, and if such 
conditions require the services of two or more agencies pursuant to Section 
12-15-1(19), the juvenile court shall refer the child to the county children’s services 
facilitation team for assessment and recommendations unless a current facilitation 
team plan is available to the court. Within 21 days of receipt of the referral, the 
county children’s services facilitation team shall present to the court a preliminary 
plan of services addressing the needs of the child and the respective 
responsibilities of agencies composing this team. Upon receipt of these 
preliminary recommendations, the juvenile court may adjudge the child as a 
“multiple needs child" and in accordance with the county children’s services 
facilitation team plan, unless the court finds it not in the best interest of the child, 
order the use of any dispositional alternative or service available for dependent or 
delinquent children or children-in-need-of-supervision, children who are emotional- 
ly disturbed, mentally retarded, or mentally ill, or children who need specialized 
educational services, or children who need health services, or any combination 
thereof. The county children’s services facilitation team shall be responsible for 
developing a final service plan which shall be filed with the court. The member 
agencies shall be responsible for the implementation of any ordered service plan. 
The court may, on its own motion, or on motion of a party, a party’s parent or 
guardian, or a member of the county or state children’s services facilitation team, 
set additional hearings. 


"(2) No child, unless alleged or adjudicated delinquent, may be placed in 
detention facilities established primarily for delinquents. 


"(3) The juvenile court shall determine the appropriate custodial entity, 
based on the child’s characteristics of behavior and type of treatment needed and 
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in accord, as far as possible, with the provisions of this chapter for vesting legal 
custody in an entity, person, or department of a child determined to be dependent, 
in need of supervision, delinquent, mentally ill, or mentally retarded. Nothing in 
this subsection, however, shall require an order of commitment for a child to (i) 
receive services or (ii) be placed in the custody of a state agency or department as 
an adjudicated multiple needs child. It shall be the duty of probation services, and 
the Departments of Education, Youth Services, Mental Health and Mental 
Retardation, Public Health, and Human Resources to provide services both at an 
in-home, community, or residential setting for multiple needs children when 
ordered by the court. 


"(4) The juvenile court may appoint a guardian ad litem for a multiple needs 
child. 


"(5) The provisions of subdivisions (h)(1), (2), (3), and (4) which require new 
or additional services beyond those already provided by the agencies are 
mandated only to the extent that additional funds are appropriated to the State 
Multiple Needs Children Fund to implement its provisions. The Departments of 
Human Resources, Mental Health and Mental Retardation, Youth Services, and 
Education along with juvenile probation services shall develop a program of 
services for multiple needs children. Nothing in the provisions relating to multiple 
needs children shall prohibit or restrict departments or agencies charged with the 
duty of providing services for children and families from working cooperatively and 
providing financial assistance to address needs which have been identified prior to 
a case being referred to a children’s services facilitation team. 


"(i) When a child is placed in the custody of the Department of Human 
Resources, Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation, or Department 
of Youth Services and when the parents or guardians have resources for child 
support, the juvenile court shall order child support in conformity with the child 
support guidelines as set out in Rule 32, Alabama Rules of Judicial Administration. 
The child support shall be paid to the agency in whose primary custody the child is 
placed and may be expended for those matters that are necessary for the welfare 
and well-being of those children placed in the agencies. In these cases, the court 
shall issue income withholding orders subject to state law. Any petition for custo- 
dy of a child filed by the Department of Human Resources shall contain a request 
for child support. 


“(j) Whenever the court commits a child to a state or local agency or orders 
a state or local agency to provide services or treatment for a child, that agency 
shall accept the child for commitment, ordered services, or treatment within seven 
days of the court’s order. However, if compliance with the court’s order within 
seven days would place an agency in violation of either a state statute or 
standard, then compliance is not required. 


“(k) When the court finds a juvenile to be delinquent and commits the 
juvenile to a juvenile detention facility, boot camp, or to the Department of Youth 
Services, but the juvenile detention facility, boot camp, or the Department of Youth 
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Services is unable to take the juvenile due to a lack of space and the juvenile in 
enrolled in public school, unless good cause is shown that the juvenile should not 
attend an alternative school, the court shall order that the juvenile attend an 
alternative school if an alternative school is available pending availability of space 
at the facility. 


"(l) After completion of a term of commitment with the Department of Youth 
Services and when the juvenile is admitted back into public school, the juvenile 
shall be placed in an alternative school until such time when he or she meets all 
requirements set by the local board of education. 


"(m) When a court, upon holding a hearing pursuant to Section 12-15-34, 
orders a juvenile case to be transferred to the circuit court for criminal prosecution 
and the juvenile is enrolled in public school, unless good cause is shown that the 
juvenile should not attend an alternative school, the court shall order that the 
juvenile attend an alternative school if an alternative school is available until 
disposition of the criminal charges in the circuit court. If the criminal charges result 
in conviction and the juvenile is sentenced to a term of imprisonment in a penal 
facility, then the juvenile shall remain in an alternative school pending the serving 
of the sentence. After completion of the sentence or if the juvenile is convicted but 
not sentenced to a term of imprisonment in a penal facility, when the juvenile is 
admitted back into school, the juvenile shall remain in an alternative school until 
such time as he or she meets the requirements set by the local board of educa- 
tion. 


"(n) The juvenile court is authorized to release the order referred to in 
subsections (k), (I), and (m) to the appropriate local school board where the public 
school or public schools in which the juvenile attempts to enroll are located. No 
hearing pursuant to Section 12-15-100 governing the confidentiality of juvenile 
records is required to release the order to the school board. 


"(0)(1) If a juvenile age 16 or over is enrolled in school and is charged with a 
crime pursuant to Section 12-15-34.1, or is charged with distribution of a controlled 
substance, then upon notice or knowledge of the charge, the local public school 
system shall assign the juvenile to an alternative school, if an alternative school is 
available, unless good cause is shown that the juvenile should not attend an 
alternative school. The decision to assign a student to an alternative school shall 
include a review and consideration of the exceptional status of the student pursu- 
ant to Chapter 39 of Title 16, if applicable, and any appropriate federal and state 
statutory and case law. 


"(2) Any person convicted of a crime specified in subdivision (1) and 
readmitted to the public schools of this state shall attend an alternative school until 
the juvenile meets the requirements set by the local board of education.” 


Section 2. This act shall become effective on the first day of the third month 
following its passage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming 
law.

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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for special procedural due process rights for law enforcement 
officers prior to certain disciplinary actions against the officers. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. As used in this act, the following words shall have the following 
meanings: 


(1) EMPLOYING AGENCY. The State of Alabama or any of its 
municipalities with populations of 15,000 people or more or any of its political 
subdivisions. 


(2) OFFICER. A law enforcement officer as defined in Section 36-21-40, 
Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 2. Nothing in this act shall prohibit counseling of an officer by a 
supervisor with respect to an infraction policy or procedure which does not result 
in disciplinary proceedings. 


Section 3. (a) Officers may have an attorney, supervisor, or other personal 
representative present as an observer and conferee only, during any interrogation 
concerning allegations of misconduct by the officer. 


(b) Prior to interrogation of an officer on a noncriminal investigation concern- 
ing allegations of misconduct by the officer, the officer shail be given notification of 
the interrogation, a confidential written copy of the complaint and any witness 
statements, and a statement of the officer's rights and responsibilities during the 
investigation and subsequent proceedings. 


(c) Notwithstanding exigent circumstances, the interrogation shall be 
conducted at a reasonable hour and in a location convenient to the officer under 
investigation. The officer shall be informed of the name, rank, and command of all 
persons present at any time during the interrogation. Interrogation sessions shall 
be for reasonable lengths of time with breaks as necessary by the officer. All 
breaks shall be recorded and no questions may be asked of the officer during any 
breaks. 


Section 4. (a) An officer against whom charges of misconduct which may 
result in suspension, demotion, or termination have been filed has the right to 
request a fair and unbiased hearing to consider the charges before an internal 
affairs division, review board, hearing board, or city, county, or state personnel 
board as may be established for this purpose by the employing agency. The 
officer shail file the request within a reasonable time as established by rules of the 
employing agency, but the time shall not be less than five days. 
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(b) At the hearing, the officer and the employing agency may be represented 
by counsel or have an attorney, supervisor, or other personal representative 
present and shall be afforded the opportunity to present evidence and to examine 
and cross-examine witnesses. The hearing panel shall have subpoena power 
and, at the request of either the officer or the employing agency, shall issue 
subpoenas requiring the testimony of witnesses who have refused or failed to 
appear at the hearing. 


(c) The established review board or hearing panel shall hear the evidence 
and make findings of fact as part of a recommendation on disciplinary action. The 
recommendation shall be made to the employing agency, civil service board, or 
personnel board responsible for making a final disposition. Any party who objects 
to the final decision may appeal to the circuit court and on appeal the trial shall be 
de novo. The appeal shall be taken within 30 days after the party receives notice 
of the final decision. 


Section 5. Nothing in this act shall prevent the immediate suspension with 
or without pay of any officer whose continued presence on the job is deemed to be 
a substantial and immediate threat to the welfare of the employing agency or the 
public or of any officer for refusing to obey a direct order issued in conformity with 
the published rules and regulations of the employing agency. 


Section 6. An officer suspended pursuant to this act shall be afforded the 
rights provided under this act, except that a request by the officer for a hearing 
shall be made subsequent to the imposition of any suspension. 


Section 7. The rights created in this act shall be the minimum rights 
afforded officers and shall not limit any employing agency which provides addition- 
al rights of officers. All employing agencies shall promulgate grievance 
procedures not inconsistent with these rights. 


Section 8. This act shall not apply to officers during a probationary period 
for new employment. 


Section 9. If any employing agency fails to substantially comply with this 
act, an accused officer may apply directly to the circuit court of the county in which 
the employing agency is located for an injunction to enforce the rights and duties 
imposed by this act. 


Section 10. No officer shall be discharged, disciplined, demoted, or denied 
promotion, transfer, or reassignment without just cause, or shall be otherwise 
discriminated against with regard to employment, or be threatened with any 
disciplinary action by reason of the exercise of the rights granted by this act. 


Section 11. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 
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Section 12. This act shall become effective October 1, 1998, after its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming law.

will not affect certain mutual aide agreements, emergency rescue agreements, or 
joint law enforcement activities; to provide that certain other sources of revenue 
within the territory are preserved to the extent that they have been implemented 
by other legislative enactments or amendments thereto; to provide that any 
municipality deleting territory from its planning jurisdiction shail not, after the 
effective date of the ordinance, exercise planning commission control in any area 
located in the territory; to provide that municipalities which elect to delete certain 
territory from its respective police jurisdiction or planning jurisdiction are not limited 
to or restricted in providing water, sewer, or solid waste services within the 
territory; to provide that nothing in the act shall prohibit the municipality from 
subsequently annexing any territory deleted, but that any subsequent annexations 
shall not re-extend the municipality’s respective police jurisdiction or planning 
jurisdiction over territories which have been deleted therefrom pursuant to this act; 
and to provide that the municipality shall delete code enforcement services from 
the territories.

"(4) To compile annual statistics on the number of missing persons, 
exploited children, and unidentified deceased persons in this state. 


"(5) To develop recommendations for better reperting-and uniform reporting

"(6) To establish and operate a toll free telephone number to assist agencies 
and individuals in the reporting of missing persons, exploited children, and 
unidentified deceased persons.

"Any law enforcement agency in this state in which a complaint of a missing 
person has been filed shall prepare and send a report to ACMEC immediately the 
bureauwithin 72 heurs on any missing person or unidentified deceased person.

“(1) All information contained in the complaint on a missing person. 


"(2) All information or evidence gathered by a preliminary investigation, if 
one was made.

"(4) An explanation of the next steps to be taken by the law enforcement 
agency filing the report.

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BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Pursuant to the Alabama Sunset Law, the Sunset Committee 
recommends the continuance of the Alabama Board of Examiners in Psychology 
until October 1, 2000, with the additional recommendations for statutory change as 
set out in Section 3 of this act. 


Section 2. The existence and functioning of the Alabama Board of 
Examiners in Psychology, created and functioning pursuant to Sections 34-26-1 to 
34-26-48, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, is continued, and those code sections 
are expressly preserved until October 1, 2000. 


Section 3. Sections 34-26-1, 34-26-2, 34-26-21, 34-26-22, 34-26-41, 
34-26-43, 34-26-43.1, and 34-26-46, Code of Alabama 1975, are amended to 
read as follows: 


"§34-26-1. 


“(a) For the purposes of this chapter, the two levels of psychological practice 


are as follows: 


"(1) Psychologist. 
"(2) Psychological technician. 


"{a}(b)(1) A person practices as a "psychologist" within the meaning of this 
chapter when he or she holds himself or herself out to be a psychologist and/or or 
renders to individuals or to the public forremuneration any service involving the 
application of recognized principles, methods, and procedures of the science and 
profession of psychology, such as interviewing or administering and interpreting 
tests of mental abilities, aptitudes, interests, and personality characteristics for 
such purposes as psychological evaluation or for such purposes as overall per- 
sonality appraisal or classification, personality counseling, psychotherapy or 
personality readjustment. 


"{6}(2) Nothing in this definition shall be construed as permitting the use of 
those forms of psychotherapy which involve the administration or prescription of 
drugs or electro-shock or in any way infringing upon the practice of medicine as 
defined in the laws of this state. The psychologist who engages in psychotherapy 
must shall establish and maintain effective intercommunication with a psychologi- 
cally oriented physician, usually a psychiatrist, to make provision for the diagnosis 
and treatment of medical problems by a physician with an unlimited license to 
practice the healing arts in this state. A psychologist must shail not attempt to 
diagnose, prescribe for, treat, or advise a client with reference to problems or 
complaints falling outside the boundaries of psychological practice. 


"{e}(3) Nothing in this definition shall be construed as preventing qualified 
school counselors, vocational guidance counselors, vocational rehabilitation 
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counselors, speech and hearing therapists, speech pathologists and audiologists, 
reading therapists, or teachers of exceptional children from rendering to the public 
for remuneration services for which they are qualified by training and experience 
involving the techniques of interviewing, administering, and interpreting tests of 
mental abilities, achievement, interests, and aptitudes for such purposes as 
evaluation or for educational or vocational guidance, selection, or placement. 


"(4) Any person certified as a school psychologist by the Alabama State 
Department of Education may use the term "school psychologist" or "certified 
school psychologist" as long as he or she is practicing in a public elementary or 
secondary school. Such persons shall be restricted in their practice to employ- 
ment within those settings under the purview of the State Board of Education. 
Such persons shall be employees of the educational setting and not independent 
contractors providing psychological services to educational settings. 


"(c)(1) A person practices as a “psychological technician" within the meaning 
of this chapter when he or she holds himself or herself out to be a psychological 
technician. A psychological technician may not use the title "psychologist" or hold 
himself or herself out to the public or knowingly allow himself or herself to be held 
out to the public as a psychologist. A psychological technician shall practice only 
under the direct, on-site supervision of a licensed psychologist. A psychological 
technician may provide any of the following: 


“a._Interviewing. 


"b. Administering and interpreting tests of mental abilities, aptitudes, and 
interests for educational or vocational selection, guidance, or placement. 


"c. Personality counseling. 


"(2) A psychological technician shall not diagnose mental illness and may 
only treat mental illness under the direct, on-site supervision of a licensed psychol- 
ogist. 


"§34-26-2. 


"For the purpose of this chapter, the confidential relations and 
communications between licensed psychologists, and licensed psychiatrists, or 
licensed psychological technicians and their clients are placed upon the same 
basis as those provided by law between attorney and client, and nothing in this 
chapter shall be construed to require any such privileged communication to be 
disclosed. 


"§34-26-21. 
"(a) There is created a state Board of Examiners in Psychology to consist of 


seven persons who are residents of this state, five-efwhem who shall be 
appointed by the Governor under conditions set forth in this section-and+we-ef 
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At least two manioers shall be chosen from and shall be 
members of the faculty, with the rank of assistant professor or above, of the 
accredited colleges and universities of the state, shall be licensed er-quatifiedter 
ficensure psychologists under this chapter, and shall be primarily engaged in 
teaching, research, or administration of psychology. Three members shall be 
licensed practicing psychologists er qualified ferticensure under this chapter. One 
member shall be licensed as a psychological technician or qualified for licensure 
as a psychological technician under this chapter. 


"The board shall perform those duties and exercise those powers prescribed 
in this chapter. No member of the board shall be liable to civil action for any act 
performed in good faith in the performance of his or her duty pursuant to this 
chapter. Original appointments to the board shall be for terms as follows: One 
practicing psychologist for a term of one year, one academic psychologist for a 
term of two years, one practicing psychologist for a term of three years, one 
academic psychologist for a term of four years, and one practicing psychologist for 
a term of five years. Vacancies shall be filled for any unexpired term, and 
members shall serve until their successors are appointed and have qualified. 


"Board members shall not serve more than two consecutive terms of office. 
Within 30 days after October 1, 1963, the Executive Committee of the Alabama 
Psychological Association shall submit to the Governor a list of qualified 
candidates for the original five positions on the board. The list shall contain 
names of at least two qualified academic psychologists and two qualified 
practicing psychologists, from which the Governor shall select the board within 60 
days. Not later than October 1 of each year the executive committee of the 
association shall submit to the Governor the names of two qualified candidates for 
the position of the board to be vacated by reason of expiration of term of office. 
From the two candidates the Governor shall appoint one member not later than 
January 1 to serve on the board for a term of five years. With the exception of the 
two members appointed from the general public pursuant to subsection (b), other 
vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled for the unexpired term by appoint- 
ment of the Governor from two qualified candidates for each vacancy submitted 
within 30 days after the vacancy occurs by the executive committee of the associ- 
ation. Those appointments shall be made within 30 days after the candidates’ 
names have been submitted. If the association fails to furnish the Governor with 
the list of persons eligible for appointment to the board, the Governor shall appoint 
any qualified members of the profession of psychology to the vacant position on 
the board. 


"(b)(1) Within 30 days following October 1, 1988, the Governor shall appoint 
two new members to the board for five-year terms of office.

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My dissent is founded on the condition/s that follow: that Section 9, effec- 
tively locks out persons who do not know an attorney, yet possesses all requisite 
skills 


that the bill does not address educational programs and program certifica- 
tion for court reporting.

If within 10 days after the service of the offer, the adverse party serves written 
notice that the offer is accepted, either party may then file the offer and notice of 
acceptance together with proof of service and the clerk of the court shall enter 
judgment. An offer not accepted shall be deemed withdrawn and evidence of the 
offer shall not be admissible. lf the judgment finally obtained by the offeree is less 
favorable than the offer, the offeree shall pay the reasonable attorney's fees and 
costs incurred by the offeror after the making of the offer.

"A proceed order shall be issued by the awarding authority within 15 days 
after final execution of the contract by the awarding authority, and execution by 
the Governor if his or her signature on the contract is required by law, unless both 
parties agree in writing to a stipulated extension in time for the issuance of a 
proceed order.

"(a) Should the successful bidder or bidders to whom a contract is awarded 
fail to execute a contract and furnish acceptable contract seeurity securities and 
evidence of insurance as required by law within the period as set forth in Section

"(d) Except for contracts let by the Department of Transportation, if the low 
bidder discovers a mistake in its bid rendering a price substantially out of 
proportion to that of other bidders, the low bidder may seek withdrawal of its bid 
without forfeiture upon written notice to the awarding authority within three working 
days after the opening of bids whether or not award has been made. If the low 
bidder offers clear and convincing documentary evidence as soon as possible, but 
no later than three working days after the opening of bids, that it made sucha 
mistake due to calculation or clerical error, an inadvertent omission, or a typo- 
graphical error, the awarding authority shall permit withdrawal without forfeiture. 
The decision of the awarding authority shall be made within 10 days after receipt 
of the low bidder’s evidence or by the next regular meeting of the awarding 
authority. In no event shall a mistake of law, judgment, or opinion constitute a 
valid ground for the withdrawal of a bid without forfeiture. Upon withdrawal of bid 
without forfeiture, the low bidder shall be prohibited from (1) doing any work on the 
contract, either as a subcontractor or in any other capacity, and (2) bidding on the 
same project if it is readvertised for letting.

"(b) Unless otherwise provided in the specifications, partial payments wit 
shall be made as the work progresses at the end of each calendar month, or as 
soon thereafter as practicable, on the estimates made and approved by the 
awarding authority. In preparing estimates, the material delivered on the site, 
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materials suitably stored and insured off-site, and preparatory work done may be 


taken into consideration. 


"(c) In making swe the partial payments, there shall be retained not more 
than five percent of the estimated amount of work done and the value of materials 
stored on the site or suitably stored and insured off-site, and after 50 percent 
completion has been accomplished, no further retainage wit shall be withheld. 
The retainage abeve as set out above shail be held until final completion and 
acceptance of all work rk covered by the contract unless the escrow or deposit 
arrangement described in subseetien—(d}-oHthis-seetiern subsections (e) and (f) i 
utilized. In addition to other requirements, a nonresident contractor shall satisfy the 
awarding authority that he or she has paid all taxes due and payable to the State 
of Alabama or any political subdivision thereof prior to receiving final payment for 
contract work. When maintenance periods are included in the contract covering 
highways and bridges or similar structures, such periods shall be considered a 
component part of the contract. On completion and acceptance of each separate 
building, public work or other divisions of the contract, on which a price is stated 
separately in the contract or can be separately ascertained, payment may be 
made in full, including the retained percentage thereof, less authorized 
deductions. Nothing in this section shall-Rewever, be interpreted to require the 
awarding authority to make full payment on an item of work when such item of 
work is an integral part of a complete improvement. 


“(d) In lieu of the retained amounts provided for in subsection (c) of this 
section, the awarding authority may provide in the specifications or contracts an 
alternate procedure previding for the maintenance of an escrow account; as 


provided in subsection (e) or the depositing of security as provided in subsection 


"(e) Fre An escrow account, ef established pursuant to an escrow 


agreement, shall be entered into only on the following conditions: 


"(1) If the contractor shall have entered into more than one construction 
contract allowing for the maintenance of escrow accounts, the contractor may 
elect to combine the amounts held in lieu of retainage under each contract into 
one or more escrow accounts or may elect to establish a separate escrow account 
for each contract. 


"(2) Only state or national banks chartered within the State of Alabama or 
savings and loan associations domiciled in the State of Alabama may serve as an 
escrow agent. 


"(3) The escrow agent must limit the investment of funds held in escrow in 
lieu of retained amounts provided for in subsection (c) of this section to savings 
accounts, certificates of deposit or similar time deposit investments (which may, at 
the election of the contractor, be in an amount in excess of the maximum dollar 
amount of coverage by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, the Federal 
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Savings & Loan Insurance Corporation, or other similar agency), U. S. treasury 
bonds, U. S. treasurer notes, U. S. treasurer certificates of indebtedness, U. S. 
treasury bills, bonds or notes of the State of Alabama or bonds of any political 
subdivision of the State of Alabama. 


"(4) As interest on all investments held in escrow becomes due, it shall be 
collected by the escrow agent and paid to the contractor. 


"(5) The escrow agent shall periodically acknowledge to the awarding 
authority and contractor the amount and value of the escrow account held by the 
escrow agent, and any additions to the escrow account by the awarding authority 
shall be reported immediately to the contractor. Withdrawals from the escrow 
account shall only be made subject to the written approval of the awarding 
authority. 


(6) Upon default or overpayment, as determined by the awarding authority, 
of any contract or contracts subject to this procedure, and upon the written 
demand of the awarding authority, the escrow agent shall within 10 days deliver a 
eertified cashier’s check to the awarding authority in the amount of the escrow 
account balance (subject to the redemption value of such investments at the time 
of disbursement) relating to the contract or contracts in default. 


"(7) The escrow account may be terminated upon completion and accep- 
tance of the contract or contracts as provided in subsections (c) and ¢f (h) of this 
section. 


"(8) All fees and expenses of the escrow agent shall be paid by the contrac- 
tor to the escrow agent and if not paid shall constitute a lien on the interest 
accruing to the escrow account and shall be paid therefrom.

awarding authority is located. If no such action is taken by the awarding authority, 
the boundaries of the local preference zone shall be deemed to be the same as 
the legal boundaries or jurisdiction of the awarding authority.

contract to the resident responsible bidder. In the event only one bidder responds 
to the invitation to bid, the awarding authority may reject the bid and negotiate the 
purchase or contract, providing the negotiated price is lower than the bid price. 
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“(b) The governing bodies of two or more contracting agencies, as 
enumerated in subsection (a) within the same county or adjoining counties, may 
provide, by joint agreement, for the purchase of labor, services, or work, or for the 
purchase or lease of materials, equipment, supplies, or other personal property for 
use by their respective agencies.

Section 2. (a) No officer or employee of an awarding authority and no 
person acting or purporting to act on behalf of such officer or employee of an 
awarding authority, except a public agency or authority created pursuant to 
agreement or compact with another state, shall, with respect to any public works 
contract, require the bidder to obtain or procure any surety bond or contract of 
insurance specified in connection with such contract or specified by any law, 
ordinance, or regulation from a particular surety company, insurance company, 
bonding company, agent, or broker. No officer, employee, person, firm, or corpo- 
ration acting or purporting to act on behalf of any officer or employee of an 
awarding authority shall negotiate, make application, obtain, or procure any surety 
bond or contract of insurance, except contracts of insurance for builder’s risk or 
owner's protective liability, which shall be obtained or procured by the bidder, 
contractor, or subcontractor.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Mobile County; prohibiting certain types of entertainment, attire, 
and conduct, having certain nudity, or sexual conduct, or the depiction or simula- 
tion thereof, upon the premises of an establishment within the unincorporated 
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areas of Mobile County, Alabama, which is licensed to sell, serve, or dispense 
alcoholic beverages or otherwise allow the consumption of alcoholic beverages on 
the premises. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The Legislature finds that nudity, sexual conduct, and the 
depiction or simulation thereof in conjunction with the furnishing of alcoholic 
beverages in public places is contrary to the safety, health, and morals of the 
inhabitants of Mobile County, Alabama, and is desirous of prohibiting such con- 
duct. This act is therefore enacted pursuant to the authority granted in Article IV, 
Section 104 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, that allows local legislation to 
regulate or prohibit alcoholic beverage traffic and as otherwise granted in the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901. 


Section 2. The following words, terms, and phrases shall have the following 
meanings: 


(1) PERSON. Any natural person, firm, association, joint venture, 
partnership, corporation, or any other entity. 


(2) LICENSED ESTABLISHMENT. Any business operating pursuant to a 
license issued by the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board within an 
unincorporated area of Mobile County, Alabama, which sells, serves, or dispenses 
alcoholic beverages or otherwise allows the consumption of alcoholic beverages 
on the premises. 


Section 3. The following types of entertainment, attire, and conduct are 
prohibited upon any premises of a licensed establishment within the 
unincorporated area of Mobile County: 


(1) The employment or use of any person, in any capacity, in the sale or 
service of alcoholic beverages while the person is unclothed or in such attire, 
costume, or clothing, as to expose to view any portion of the female breast below 
the top of the areola, or of any portion of the male or female pubic hair, anus, cleft 
of the buttocks, vulva, or genitals. 


(2) Live entertainment where any person appears in the manner described 
in paragraph a. below of this subsection or where the persons perform, or the 
person performs, acts of or acts which simulate any of the following: 


a. Sexual intercourse, masturbation, sodomy, bestiality, oral copulation, 
flagellation, or any sexual act which is prohibited by law. 


b. The caressing, licking, kissing, or fondling of the breasts, buttocks, anus, 
or genitals. 


c. The displaying of the male or female pubic hair, anus, vulva, or genitals. 
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(3) The holding, promotion, sponsoring, or allowance of any contest, 
promotion, special night, event, or any other activity where patrons of the licensed 
establishment are encouraged or allowed to engage in any of the conduct 
described in this section; provided, however, that nothing contained in this Section 
3 shall apply to the premises of any performance house, museum, or theater 
which derives less than 20 percent of its gross annual income from the sale of 
alcoholic beverages. 


Section 4. (a) Any person violating any provision of this act shall upon 
conviction be punished by a fine of not less than one dollar ($1) nor more than five 
hundred dollars ($500) and may also be imprisoned in the county jail for a period 
of not more than six months at the discretion of the court trying the case. 


(b) Any licensed establishment which knowingly allows any person to violate 
any provision of this act on the premises of a licensed establishment shall also be 
subject to being prosecuted and punished under the general statutes of this state 
as if the violator were operating without a valid Alcoholic Beverage Control! Board 
license. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 6. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

WHEREAS, the proposed new standards may significantly expand the 
number of nonattainment areas for both ozone and particulate matter, which could 
result in additional emission controls and could impose significant economic, 
administrative, and regulatory burdens on Alabama, its citizens, businesses, and

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WHEREAS, there is very little existing monitoring data for particulate matter 
at or below 2.4 microns; and 


WHEREAS, there are many unanswered questions and scientific 
uncertainties regarding the health effects of particulate matter, and in particular 
particulate matter at or below 2.5 microns; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, That we advise and strongly urge the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency to reaffirm the existing National Ambient Air Quality 
Standards for ozone. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That we advise and strongly urge the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency to refrain from establishing a new standard for 
particulate matter at or below 2.5 microns at this time.

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WHEREAS, more than three decades after the passage of the Equal Pay 
Act and Title VII of the Civil Rights Act, women and people of color continue to 
suffer the consequences of unfair pay differentials. In comparing median weekly 
earnings, last year women in Alabama earned only 61 cents for every dollar a man 
brought home. On average, nationwide, women earned 71 cents for every dollar a 
man earns, with African American women and Hispanic women collecting just 66 
cents and 57 cents, respectively. Significant wage gaps exist for African American 
and Hispanic men, Asians, Pacific Islanders, and Native Americans as well; and 


WHEREAS, April 11th is the day on which American women’s wages for 
1997, when added to their entire 1996 earnings, finally equal what men earned in 
1996 alone. Unfair pay practices exist at all education levels and in every occupa- 
tion. Last year, female physicians and lawyers earned substantially less than their 
male counterparts. The problem is particularly acute in female-dominated 
professions and in jobs where minority groups are disproportionately represented. 
Though changing technologies and a growing demand for services have made 
their positions increasingly vital, America’s child care providers, secretaries, textile 
workers, telephone operators, social workers, and maintenance people are among 
those who bear the greatest wage discrepancies; and 


WHEREAS, ensuring fair pay is an essential part of helping women and 
their families become and remain self-sufficient. According to 1993 data, the vast 
majority of households depend on the wages of a working mother, and 12 percent 
of all families are supported by a woman working as the single head of household. 
Studies show that salary inequities often force women to turn to public assistance 
to keep a roof over their children’s heads and food on the table; and 


WHEREAS, fair pay equity policies can be implemented simply and without 
incurring undue cost. Twenty states have already established programs aimed at 
increasing the wages of employees in female-dominated jobs, and many private 
sector businesses have implemented voluntary policies. These employers under- 
stand that fair pay is an invaluable human resource management tool that helps 
attract and retain the best workers; and 


WHEREAS, at the Fourth World Conference on Women held in Beijing, 
China, the United States joined more than 180 other counties to address problems 
facing women and to promote workers’ basic rights. This was an important step, 
and we must build on it to further the dialogue about fair pay and the treatment in 
this country. Women and minority workers have long fueled our Nation’s progress, 
and we must do all we can to recognize their achievements, and to leave the 
legacy of equality and justice for their children to cherish; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH HOUSES 
THEREOF CONCURRING, That April 11, 1997, National Pay Inequity Day 1997, 
is hereby acknowledged, recognized, and supported by the members of the 
Senate and the House of Representatives.

Skeuld If the second lowest bidder fait fails or 
refuse refuses to sign the contract, er make ‘bond as provided in this chapter or to or to 
provide evidel evidence of insurance as required by the bid documents, the awarding 
authority may award the contract to the third lowest responsible and responsive 
bidder. 


“(b) Should If no bids be or only one bid is received at the time stated in the 
advertisement for bids, the awarding authority may advertise for and seek other 
competitive bids, or the awarding authority may direct that the work shall be done 
by force account under its direction and control or, with the exception of the 


Department of Transportation, the awarding authority may negotiate for the work 
through the receipt of informal bids net subject to the requirements of this section. 
Where only one responsible and responsive bid has been received, any negotia- 
tion for the work shall be for a price lower than that bid. 


"(c) If the awarding authority finds that all bids received are unreasonable 
and or that it is not to the interest of the awarding authority to accept any of the 
bids, the awarding authority may direct that the work shall be done by force 
account under its direction and control. 


"(d) On any construction project on which the awarding authority has 
prepared plans and specifications, and received bids, and whiehit has determined 
to do by force account or by negotiation, the awarding authority shall submit make 
available the plans and specifications, and an itemized estimate of cost and any any 
informal bids for review by te the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts 
and, upon completion of the project by an awarding authority, the final total costs 
together with an itemized list of cost of any and all changes made in the original 
plans and specifications shall also be submitted+te made available for review by 
the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts for-its-permanentreeerd. 
Furthermore, the above described information shall be made public by the 
awarding authority upon request. Upon the approval of the awarding authority, its 
duly authorized officer or officers may, when proceeding upon the basis of force 
account, let any subdivision or unit of work by contract on informal bids. 
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"{d} (e) No provision of this section shall be interpreted as precluding the use 
of convict labor by the State-Highway-Deparment awarding authority. This section 
shall not apply to routine maintenance and repair jobs done by maintenance men 
personnel who are regular employees of the awarding authority, nor shall it apply 
to road or bridge construction work performed by an awarding authority’s regular 
employees and own equipment. 


"(f) No contract awarded to the lowest responsible and responsive bidder 
shall be assignable by the successful bidder without written consent of the 
awarding authority, and in no event shall a contract be assiqned to an unsuccess- 
ful bidder whose bid was rejected because he or she was not a responsible or 
responsive bidder. 


“(g) Any agreement or collusion among bidders or prospective bidders in 
restraint of freedom of competition to bid at a fixed price or to refrain from bidding 
or otherwise shall render the bids void and shall cause the bidders or prospective 
bidders to be disqualified from submitting further bids to the awarding authority on 
future lettings. Any bidder or prospective bidder who willfully participates in any 
agreement or collusion in restraint of freedom of competition shall be guilty of a 
felony and, on conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than five thousand dollars 
($5,000) nor more than fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) or, at the discretion of the 
jury, shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary for not less than one nor more than 
three years. 


"(h) Any disclosure in advance of the terms of a bid submitted in response to 


an advertisement for bids shall render the proceedings void and require advertise- 
ment and award anew.

"(b) Unless otherwise provided in the specifications, partial payments wit 
shall be made as the work progresses at the end of each calendar month, or as 
soon thereafter as practicable, on the estimates made and approved by the 
awarding authority. In preparing estimates, the material delivered on the site, 


materials suitably stored and insured off-site, and preparatory work done may be 
taken into consideration. 


“(c) In making suek the partial payments, there shall be retained not more 
than five percent of the estimated amount of work done and the value of materials 
stored on the site or suitably stored and insured off-site, and after 50 percent 
completion has been accomplished, no further retainage wilt shall be withheld. 
The retainage abeve as set out above shall be held until final completion and 
acceptance of all work covered by the contract unless the escrow or deposit 
arrangement described in subsection_{d}-of this-seetion subsections (e) and (f) is 
utilized. In addition to other requirements, a nonresident contractor shall satisfy the 
awarding authority that he or she has paid all taxes due and payable to the State 
of Alabama or any political subdivision thereof prior to receiving final payment for 
contract work. When maintenance periods are included in the contract covering 
highways and bridges or similar structures, such periods shall be considered a 
component part of the contract. On completion and acceptance of each separate 
building, public work or other divisions of the contract, on which a price is stated 
separately in the contract or can be separately ascertained, payment may be 
made in full, including the retained percentage thereof, less authorized 
deductions. Nothing in this section shall—-hewever, be interpreted to require the 
awarding authority to make full payment on an item of work when such item of 
work is an integral part of a complete improvement. 
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"(d) In lieu of the retained amounts provided for in subsection (c) of this 
section, the awarding authority may provide in the specifications or contracts an 
alternate procedure previding for the maintenance of an escrow account; as 


"(e) Fre An escrow account, er established pursuant to an escrow 
agreement, shall be entered into only on the following conditions: 


"(1) If the contractor shall have entered into more than one construction 
contract allowing for the maintenance of escrow accounts, the contractor may 
elect to combine the amounts held in lieu of retainage under each contract into 
one or more escrow accounts or may elect to establish a separate escrow account 
for each contract. 


"(2) Only state or national banks chartered within the State of Alabama or 
savings and loan associations domiciled in the State of Alabama may serve as an 
escrow agent. 


"(3) The escrow agent must limit the investment of funds held in escrow in 
lieu of retained amounts provided for in subsection (c) of this section to savings 
accounts, certificates of deposit or similar time deposit investments (which may, at 
the election of the contractor, be in an amount in excess of the maximum dollar 
amount of coverage by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, the Federal 
Savings & Loan Insurance Corporation, or other similar agency), U. S. treasury 
bonds, U. S. treasurer notes, U. S. treasurer certificates of indebtedness, U. 
S. treasury bills, bonds or notes of the State of Alabama or bonds of any political 
subdivision of the State of Alabama. 


"(4) As interest on all investments held in escrow becomes due, it shall be 
collected by the escrow agent and paid to the contractor. 


"(5) The escrow agent shall periodically acknowledge to the awarding 
authority and contractor the amount and value of the escrow account held by the 
escrow agent, and any additions to the escrow account by the awarding authority 
shall be reported immediately to the contractor. Withdrawals from the escrow 
account shall only be made subject to the written approval of the awarding 
authority. 


"(6) Upon default or overpayment, as determined by the awarding authority, 
of any contract or contracts subject to this procedure, and upon the written 
demand of the awarding authority, the escrow agent shall within 10 days deliver a 
eertified cashier’s check to the awarding authority in the amount of the escrow 
account balance (subject to the redemption value of such investments at the time 
of disbursement) relating to the contract or contracts in default. 
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"(7) The escrow account may be terminated upon completion and accep- 
tance of the contract or contracts as provided in subsections (c) and €f} (h) of this 
section. 


"(8) All fees and expenses of the escrow agent shall be paid by the contrac- 
tor to the escrow agent and if not paid shall constitute a lien on the interest 
accruing to the escrow account and shall be paid therefrom. 


"(9) The escrow account shall constitute a specific pledge to the awarding 
authority, and the contractor shall not, except to his surety, otherwise assign, 
pledge, discount, sell or transfer his interest in said escrow account, the funds in 
which shall not be subject to levy, garnishment, attachment or any other process 
whatsoever. 


"(10) The form of the escrow agreement and provisions thereof in compli- 
ance herewith, as well as such other provisions as the awarding authority shall 
from time to time prescribe, shall be subject to written approval of the awarding 
authority.

“(b) The governing bodies of two or more contracting agencies, as 
enumerated in subsection (a) within the same county or adjoining counties, may 
provide, by joint agreement, for the purchase of labor, services, or work, or for the 
purchase or lease of materials, equipment, supplies, or other personal property for 
use by their respective agencies. The agreement shall be entered into by similar 
ordinances, in the case of municipalities, or resolutions, in the case of other 
contracting agencies, adopted by each of the participating governing bodies, 
which shall set forth the categories of labor, services, or work, or for the purchase 
or lease of materials, equipment, supplies, or other personal property to be 
purchased, the manner of advertising for bids and the awarding of contracts, the 
method of payment by each participating contracting agency, and other matters 
deemed necessary to carry out the purposes of the agreement. Each contracting 
agency’s share of expenditures for purchases under any agreement shall be 
appropriated and paid in the manner set forth in the agreement and in the same 
manner as for other expenses of the contracting agency. The contracting 
agencies entering into a joint agreement, as herein permitted, may designate a 
joint purchasing agent, and the agent shall have the responsibility to comply with 
this article. Purchases, contracts, or agreements made pursuant to a joint 
purchasing agreement shall be subject to all terms and conditions of this article. 


"(c) All bidders shall furnish a bid bond on any contract exceeding ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000);-previdedthat if bonding is available for the services, 
equipment, or materials.

"This article shall not apply to the transfers of real property between 
departments, boards, bureaus, commissions, institutions, corporations, or 
agencies of the state. These transfers may be made by mutual agreements 
between the chief executive officers of the respective departments with the 
approval of the Governor.

Notwithstanding any other provisions of this article, the Alabama Forestry 
Commission shall have the authority to conduct real property sales in accordance 
with this article without going through the Lands Division. In so doing, the 
Alabama Forestry Commission shall comply with all other provisions of this article. 
This article shall not apply to the granting of easements, rights-of-way for utilities, 
roads, streets, and sidewalks where there is no competitive market. 
Notwithstanding any other provision of this article, institutions and systems of 
higher education with separately constituted boards of trustees or those 
institutions of higher education subject to the supervision and authority of the 
State Board of Education that have written policies and procedures governing 
transfers of interest in real property have the authority to conduct real property 
sales and leases by public auction or publicly sought sealed bid in accordance 
with procedures in the article for advertising and receiving bids, without going 
through the Lands Division of the State Department of Conservation and Natural 
Resources. Furthermore, in those cases in which it can be economically justified 
and it is deemed to be in the best interest of the institution or system and the State 
of Alabama to offer an interest in real property for sale or lease through a listing 
with a duly licensed real estate broker who shall publicize the offer in accordance 
with customary practices or through negotiation after publicly announced requests 
for proposals to sell or lease the property are made, rather than through a 
procedure otherwise described in this article, the institution or system may do so, 
provided that a written declaration setting forth the specific reasons why it is 
deemed to be in the best interest of the institution or system and the State of 
Alabama to make specific sale or lease in question in such manner is made by an 
agent of the institution authorized by the board of trustees or the State Board of 
Education, and subsequently ratified by the board of trustees or the State Board of 
Education and the document shall be retained and made a part of the permanent 
file and shall be open to public inspection. Sales and leases transacted as 
described in this section shall be deemed to be in compliance with all provisions of 
this article. Ground leases and leases of facilities by institutions of higher educa- 
tion to social or professional organizations, faculty members, employees, or for 
institution-related purposes which are designed to enhance the operation of the 
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institution and are declared to be in the best interest of the institution by the board 
of trustees or the State Board of Education, are exempt from the provisions of this 
article. Such declaration shall be maintained as aforesaid. 


"Except as set out hereinafter, nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to apply in any manner to the sale or lease of any real property or any interest 
therein owned in whole or in part by any-county or municipal board of education, 
any county or municipal government or any of their respective boards, agencies, 
departments, corporations or instrumentalities including corporations and/or 
boards in regard to which any county or municipal governing body is a determining 
or appointing authority. Provided that nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to apply in any manner to the sale or lease of any real property or interest therein 
owned by the State of Alabama and the departments, boards, bureaus, 
commissions, instrumentalities, corporations and agencies of the state to any 
county or municipal board of education, any county or municipal governing body 
or any of their respective boards, agencies, departments, corporations or 
instrumentalities including corporations and/or boards in regard to which any 
county or municipal governing body is a determining or appointing authority, 
subject to the condition that such property or any interest therein is not resold, 
leased or otherwise transferred in whole or in part to any private person, firm or 
corporation without compliance with the provisions of this article. Provided, 
however, that if the property is to be sold within five years from the date it was 
acquired, the state shall have the right to repurchase the property at the price it 
was sold by the state. Provided, further, that all such transactions between any 
county or municipal board of education, any county or municipal government or 
any of their respective boards, agencies, departments, corporations or 
instrumentalities including corporations or boards and the state or any department, 
board, bureau, commissions, instrumentalities, corporations and agencies of the 
state shall have the approval of the Governor and written notice of such transac- 
tion shall be given to the Lands Division of the Conservation Department at least 
30 days before the closing of such transaction.

Section 2. (a) No officer or employee of an awarding authority and no 
person acting or purporting to act on behalf of such officer or employee of an 
awarding authority, except a public agency or authority created pursuant to 
agreement or compact with another state, shall, with respect to any public works 
contract, require the bidder to obtain or procure any surety bond or contract of 
insurance specified in connection with such contract or specified by any law, 
ordinance, or regulation from a particular surety company, insurance company, 
bonding company, agent, or broker. No officer, employee, person, firm, or corpo- 
ration acting or purporting to act on behalf of any officer or employee of an 
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awarding authority shall negotiate, make application, obtain, or procure any surety 
bond or contract of insurance, except contracts of insurance for builder’s risk or 
owner’s protective liability, which shall be obtained or procured by the bidder, 
contractor, or subcontractor. 


(b) The provisions of subsection (a) shall not prevent an officer or employee 
on behalf of an awarding authority from exercising the right to approve the form, 
sufficiency, or manner of execution of the surety bonds or contracts of insurance 
furnished by the surety company, insurance company, or bonding company 
selected by the bidder to underwrite surety bonds or contracts of insurance. The 
insurance company, bonding company, or surety company shall meet all 
requirements for such companies otherwise provided for by law. 


(c) All provisions in any invitation for bids or in any of the contract 
documents in conflict with this section are declared to be void and unenforceable 
as contrary to the public policy of this state. 


Section 3. Notwithstanding any other laws to the contrary, this act shall 
control all public works contracts on the state, county, and municipal levels of 
government in the State of Alabama. 


Section 4. Sections 39-3-2, 39-3-3, 41-16-1, 41-16-80, 41-16-81, and 
41-16-82 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to contractors engaged in con- 
struction of public buildings or improvements, penalties, withdrawal by the contrac- 
tor of the amounts retained from payments due the contractor pursuant to the 
contract, the procurement of surety bonds or insurance contracts, the execution of 
surety bonds or insurance contracts, and conflicts in invitations for bids and 
contract documents, and all laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
specifically repealed. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 6. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming law.

licensure and renewal, to require the annual submission of financial information by 
licensees; authorize the levy of administrative fines; to provide that any document 
mailed certified mail return receipt requested is deemed filed when postmarked; to 
provide further for the reporting of violations; to provide further for penalties for 
violations; and to provide further for the operation of a recovery fund. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Pursuant to the Alabama Sunset Law, the Sunset Committee 
recommends the continuance of the Home Builders Licensure Board, with the 
additional recommendations for statutory change as set out in Section 3 of this 
act. 


Section 2. The existence and functioning of the Home Builders Licensure 
Board, created and functioning pursuant to Sections 34-14A-1 to 34-14A-17, 
inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, is continued, and those code sections are 
expressly preserved. 


Section 3. Sections 34-14A-2, 34-14A-3, 34-14A-4, 34-14A-5, 34-14A-6, 
34-14A-7, 34-14A-8, 34-14A-11, 34-14A-13, 34-14A-14, and 34-14A-15, Code of 
Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 


"§34-14A-2. 


"As used in this chapter, the following terms shall have the following 
meanings, respectively, unless the context clearly indicates otherwise. 


"(1) RESIDENTIAL HOME BUILDER. One who constructs a residential 
building or structure for sale or who, for a fixed price, commission, fee, or wage, 
undertakes or offers to undertake the construction or superintending of the 
construction, of any building or structure which is not over three floors in height 
and which does not have more than four units in an apartment complex, or the 
repair, improvement, or reimprovement thereof, to be used by another as a 
residence when the cost of the undertaking exceeds ten thousand dollars 
($10,000). Nothing herein shall prevent any person from performing these acts on 
his or her own residence or on his or her other real estate holdings. Anyone who 
engages or offers to engage in such undertaking in this state shall be deemed to 
have engaged in the business of residential home building. 
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"(2) HOME BUILDERS LICENSURE BOARD. The board created herein to 
regulate the home building and residential construction industry. 


"(3) BOARD. The Home Builders Licensure Board. 


“(4) CONTRACTING. Except as exempted herein, engaging in residential 
and private dwelling construction business as a contractor. 


"(5) LICENSEE. A holder of a certificate issued pursuant to this chapter. 


"(6) LICENSE. A new license or a renewal license issued by the board 
pursuant to this chapter. 


"(7) INACTIVE LICENSE. A license issued at the request of a licensee, ora 
building official or a building inspector, which is renewable, but which is not 
currently valid. 


"(8) PERSON. Any natural person, limited or general partnership, 


association, limited liability company, or other legal entity, or any combination 
thereof. 


"{6} (9) DWELLING. A single unit providing complete independent residen- 
tial living facilities for one or more persons, including permanent provisions for 
living, steeping, eating, cooking, and sanitation. 


"€} (10) STRUCTURE. A residence, including a site-built home, a modular 
home constructed off-site, a condominium, amanufactured heme-placed-on-a 


permanentfeundatien, a duplex or multi-unit residential building consisting of four 
dwelling units or less. 


"§34-14A-3. 


“There is Rereby established the Home Builders Licensure Board. The 
board shall have nine members, at least one from each United States Congressio- 
nal District in this state, who shall be appointed as follows: three by the Governor, 
three by the Lieutenant Governor, and three by the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, from a list of three qualified individuals for each position, provid- 
ed by the governing body of the Home Builders Association of Alabama. Seven of 
the members shall be residential home builders, as defined in this chapter, with at 
least five years’ experience as a residential home builder and each shall be a 
bona fide resident of the State of Alabama. One member shall be a building 
official or inspector currently employed by a city, county, or state governmental 
entity and actively engaged in inspecting or regulating residential construction in 
this state. One shall be a consumer member of the general public not employed 
by or affiliated with a licensee hereunder, and who has no spouse or immediate 
family member employed by or affiliated with a licensee hereunder. The member- 
ship of the board shall be inclusive and reflect the racial, gender, geographic, 
urban/rural, and economic diversity of the state. Of the initial members of this 
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board, the appointing authorities shall designate that each appointee shall serve 
for an initial term of one, two, or three years, their terms of office expiring on 
December 31, of said years. Subsequent terms shall be for a period of three 
years. This appointing authority shall make an appointment to fill a vacancy for 
the remainder of any unexpired term from a list of three qualified persons supplied 
by the governing body of the Home Builders Association of Alabama. Each board 
member shall hold over after the expiration of his term until his or her successor 
shall be duly appointed and qualified. 


"§34-14A-4, 


“(a) The board shall meet at such other times as the chair may designate; 
provided, however, that the board shall meet within thirty days after appointment 
for the purpose of organizing and transacting such business as may properly 
come before it. Four members shall constitute a quorum at all meetings. The 
secretary of the board shall keep such records of each meeting as shall be 
required by the board. 


"(b) The following records of the board are public information: 


"(1) Name, trade names, business address, and business telephone number 
of applicants and licensees. 


"(2) Names of officers, partners, members, and designated qualifying 
representatives of applicants and licensees. 


"(3) Licensure status, including, but not limited to, dates licenses are 
granted, denied, revoked, suspended, or placed on inactive status, and dates 
applications are filed. Financial and sensitive personal information included in 
licensure applications are not public record, and not available for court subpoena 
or for discovery proceedings, except as provided for in subdivision (5). 


"(4) Number of complaints filed against a residential home builder and status 
of investigation, open or closed. Investigation files are not public records, and not 
available for court subpoena or for discovery proceedings, except as provided in 
subdivision (5). 


"(5) The minutes of the board meetings are public information, and the facts 
and the reasons an applicant is denied is public information after the minutes are 
approved by the board. The board’s official decision in a disciplinary action is 
public information after the minutes are approved by the board. License revoca- 
tion hearings, disciplinary action hearings, and reconsideration of denial of licen- 
sure hearings, are closed to the public. 


(6) The board may release any information pertaining to the exercise of the 
proper functions of the board or to the proper administration of any matter 
administrated by the board. 
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"§34-14A-5. 


"(a) All residential home builders shall be required to be licensed by the 
Home Builders Licensure Board annually except that any person engaged in 
residential home building on or before January 1, 1992, shall be duly licensed by 
the board, without examination, after paying the required annual fee and submit- 
ting to the board, within a period of twelve months after sueh the board is 
established, one of the following: 


"(1) €a} An affidavit showing that suehk the residential home builder has 
constructed a minimum of one dwelling as defined herein within the year prior to 
January 1, 1992, or five dwellings within the previous five years. 


"(2) ¢6} Satisfies the board of his or her building qualifications and 
experience. 


"(3) {e} Is currently licensed as a residential home builder by a jurisdiction in 
this state which requires an examination for sueh licensure. 


"(4) ¢ Is a currently licensed residential remodeler by a jurisdiction in this 
state, who by his or her personal affidavit can establish that his or her business did 
a gross remodeling dollar volume in the previous calendar year of $256,000.00 
two hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) or more. 


"(b) Except as provided in this chapter, all licenses shall be issued or 
renewed upon the payment to the board of the annual license fee. The 
qualifications under Section 34-14A-7 apply to persons who desire to receive a 
new or renewal license under this chapter. The annual license fee shall be set by 
the board after it considers its cost of operation. The annual fee may be increased 
or decreased by the board but in no event shall the board set suek the annual fee 
at an amount which would not provide sufficient revenues to pay all the salaries, 
costs, and expenses incurred by the board in enforcing this chapter. The board 
may charge nonrefundable application processing fees, inactive license fees, and 
late fees. The inactive fees may be waived for building officials. The board may, 
upon request in writing for a refund, to refund fees, except the nonrefundable 
application processing fee, paid by an applicant who is denied a license or who 


fails to complete the application process. No fees shall be refunded to a licensee 
as a result of a license revocation. The annual license fee shall be for a period of

Builders Licensure Board to fund the costs of its operations. 


"§34-14A-6. 
“This chapter does not apply to: 


"(1) Any employee of a licensee who does not hold himself or herself out for 
hire or engage in contracting, except as such employee of a licensee. 


"(2) An authorized employee of the United States, the State of Alabama, or 
any municipality, county, or other political subdivision, if the employee does not 
hold himself or herself out for hire or otherwise engage in contracting except in 
accordance with his or her employment. 


"(3) General contractors holding a current and valid license, issued prior to 
January 1, 1992, under Sections 34-8-1 through 34-8-27.

having populations of less than 30,000 according to the most recent decennial 
census. previded- heweverthe The county commission of sueh those counties may 
irrevocably elect to have their respective counties covered by the-previsions-of this 
chapter in the same fashion and under the same conditions as shall be applicable 
at the time of the election. 


“In any action brought under this chapter, proof of the sale or offering for 
sale of more than one such structure by the owner-builder within one year after 
completion of same is presumptive evidence that the construction was undertaken 
for the purpose of sale. An owner-builder may be issued one building permit per 
year, without being required to hold a license under this chapter.

“c. The board may require other evidence of financial condition, including, 
but not limited to, workers’ compensation insurance and general liability insurance. 


"d. The board is authorized to require that judgments, judgment liens, tax 
liens, and other liens, must be satisfied and released. 


"{e} (5) Ability and willingness to serve the public and conserve the public 
health and safety. 


"( (6) Any other pertinent information the board may require. 


"If the board finds the applicant qualified to engage in residential home 
building in Alabama, the applicant shall be issued a license. An applicant rejected 
by the board shall be given an opportunity to be reexamined after a new applica- 
tion has been filed and an additional application fee paid. 


"A record shall be made and preserved by the board of each examination 
and the findings of the board pertaining to the examination. A copy of the record 
shall be made available to any applicant requesting it upon the payment of a 
reasonable fee for same to the board. 
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. 1) Any licensee who desires to receive an inactive license shall make 


and file with the board a written application for an inactive license on a form 
prescribed by the board prior to the expiration of his or her current license. The 
application shall be accompanied by the payment of the annual inactive license 
fee required by the board. A licensee who fails to file for inactive status prior to 
the expiration of his or her current license shall be subject to all requirements as 
persons who have never been licensed. No act for which for which a license is 
required may be performed under an inactive license. In the event a person 
holding a current inactive license applies for a license, he or she may rely upon his 
or her inactive license as evidence of the experience and ability requirements for 
licensure under subdivisions (1) and (2) of subsection (a). 


"(2) Any building official or building inspector who desires to receive an 
inactive license shall make and file with the board 30 days prior to the next meet- 
ing of the board a written application for an inactive license on a form prescribed 
by the board. After the board accepts the application, the applicant may be 
examined by the board at its next board meeting. The board, in examining the 
applicant, shall consider the following qualifications of the applicant as satisfying 
the experience and ability requirements for licensure:

commission under the-previsions-of this chapter shall be deemed guilty of a Class

“Any person who undertakes or attempts to undertake the business of 
residential home building without first having procured a valid license, which has 
neither expired or been revoked by the provisions of this chapter, shall be fined 
not less than five hundred dollars ($500) nor more than five thousand dollars 
($5,000). 


"Upon notice from the board, any person who undertakes or attempts to 
undertake the business of residential home building without first having procured a 
valid license, which has neither expired or been revoked by the provisions of this 
chapter, shall immediately cease. Such notice shail be in writing and shall be 
given to the owner of the property, or to his or her agent, or to the residential 
home builder, or to the person doing the work, and shall state the conditions under 
which work may be resumed. 


"No residential home builder, who does not have the license required, may 
bring or maintain any action to enforce the provisions of any contract for residen- 
tial home building which he or she entered into in violation of this chapter. 


"Whenever it shall appear to the board that any residential home builder has 
violated or is about to violate this chapter, the board may in its own name petition 
the circuit court of the county where the violation occurred or is about to occur to 


issue a temporary restraining order or other appropriate injunctive relief enjoining 
sue the violation.

"The board is authorized to establish a recovery fund from which an ag- 
grieved party may recover actual er-eempensatery damages, not including 
noneconomic damages, interest, and court costs, sustained within the State of 
Alabama as the direct result of conduct of a licensee in violation of this chapter or 
the rules and regulations of the board. 


"Any payments from the recovery fund shall be subject to the following 
limitations and conditions: 


"(1) Payments for claims based on judgments or settlements against any 
one licensee shall not exceed $50,060.06 fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) in the 
aggregate, regardless of the number of transactions and claimants.

($30), no more than once a year, per licensee for deposit in the recovery fund. A 
licensee on inactive status shall not be required to contribute to the recovery fund. 


"The failure of any aggrieved party to strictly comply with all of the provisions 
of this section shall constitute a waiver of any rights under this section. 


“When a complaint is filed which may result in liability for the recovery fund, 
the complainant shall notify the board in writing, by certified mail, when the action 
is commenced. Notification to the board in writing, by certified mail when the 
action is commenced is a jurisdictional prerequisite to filing a verified claim against 
the recovery fund. 


"When the notice is received, the board may enter an appearance, file 
pleadings and appear at court hearings, defend or take action it deems appropri- 
ate either on the behalf and in the name of the defendant or in its own name. The 
board may seek any appropriate method of judicial review. The board may settle 
or compromise the claim. Any expenses incurred by the board in defending, 
satisfying, or settling any claim shall be paid from the recovery fund. 
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“When a complainant recovers a valid judgment in a court of competent 
jurisdiction against a licensee on the grounds set out above, the aggrieved party 
may, when judgment is final, file a verified claim in the court in which the judgment 
was entered and, on 30 days’ written notice to the board, may apply to the court 
for an order directing payment out of the recovery fund of the amount remaining 
unpaid on the judgment. 


“The court shall proceed on such application forthwith and, on hearing, the 
complainant shall be required to show that: 


"(1) He or she is not the spouse, child, or parent of the debtor, or the 
personal representative of the spouse, child, or parent or a shareholder officer or 
director of the debtor; 


"(2) He or she has obtained a judgment, as described in this section, stating 
the amount of the judgment and the amount owing on the judgment at the date of 
the application, and, that in such action, he or she had joined any and all bonding 
companies which issued corporate surety bonds to the judgment debtor as 
principal and all other necessary parties. 


"(3) The following items, if recovered by him or her have been applied to the 
actual compensatory damages awarded by the court: 


"(a) Any amount recovered from the judgment debtor. 
"(b) Any amount recovered from bonding companies. 
"(c) Any amount recovered in out-of-court settlements. 


“The court shall order the recovery fund to pay the sum it finds due, subject 
to the provisions and limitations of this section. 


"Should the board pay from the recovery fund any amount in settlement of a 
claim or toward satisfaction of a judgment against a licensee, all licenses of the 
licensee may be terminated by the board. The board may refuse to issue a new 
license to the former licensee untii he or she has repaid in full, plus interest at the 
rate of 12 percent per annum, the amount paid from the recovery fund. A dis- 
charge in bankruptcy shall not relieve a person from the penalties and disabilities 
provided in this section. 


“If the balance in the recovery fund is insufficient to satisfy a duly authorized 
claim or portion of a claim, the board shall, when sufficient money has been 
deposited in the recovery fund, satisfy the unpaid claims in the order that the 
claims were filed. 


"The sums received by the board, pursuant to the provisions of this section, 
shall be deposited into the State Treasury and held in a special fund to be known 
as the home builders recovery fund, and shall be held by the board in trust for 
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carrying out the purposes of the recovery fund. These sums may be invested by 
the State Treasurer in any investments which are legal under the laws of this 
state. Any interest or other income from investments of the recovery fund shall be 
deposited into the recovery fund. 


“When, on order of the court, the board has paid from the recovery fund any 
sum, the board shall be subrogated to all the rights of the judgment creditor, and 
all his or her rights, title, and interest in the judgment, to the extent of the amount 
paid from the recovery fund, shall thereby be assigned to the board. Any amount 
and interest recovered by the board on the judgment shall be deposited to the 
fund. 


“Each licensee shall notify the board within 10 days after notice to him or her 
of the institution of any criminal prosecution against him or her, or of a civil com- 
plaint against him or her, if the subject matter of the civil complaint involves a 
residential home building transaction or involves the goodwill of an existing home 
building business or licensee. The notification shall be in writing, by certified mail, 
and must include a copy of the complaint or, if a criminal charge, the specific 
charge made against him or her together with a copy of any indictment or informa- 
tion making the charges. 


“Each licensee shall notify the board in writing by certified mai! within 10 
days after he or she receives the notice that any criminal verdict has been 
rendered against him or her, or that a criminal action pending against him or her 
has been dismissed, or that a civil action in which he or she was a defendant and 
which involved a home building transaction or the goodwill of a home building 
business has resulted in a judgment or been dismissed. The notification shall be 
in writing and shall include a copy of the court order or other document giving the 
licensee such notice." 


Section 4. The Legislature concurs in the recommendations of the Sunset 
Committee as provided in Sections 1, 2, and 3 of this act. 


Section 5. For purposes of this act, Section 34-14A-10 is repealed.

moneys received by it from the federal government as matching funds for all funds 
expended for Confederate pensions or as matching funds for the surplus or 
residue hereby appropriated under this section, for old age pension purposes 
exclusively insofar as is possible under existing laws and the rules and regulations 
of the federal government and of the Department of Human Resources in regard 
thereto, before any part thereof may be expended for any other purposes of the 
Department of Human Resources. 
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(b) Beginning with the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997, all of the 
remaining surplus or residue from the tax provided in (a) above, after deducting 
the amounts appropriated to the Department of Human Resources and the 
Department of Revenue under the annual appropriations act for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1997 and under subsection (a) of this section for each year 
thereafter, is hereby appropriated to the Alabama Veterans’ Assistance Fund to be 
expended for veterans’ programs approved by the State Board of Veterans’ 
Affairs, including expenditures for emergencies and needs in the state’s veterans’ 
nursing homes." 


Section 2. There is hereby created in the state treasury a fund to be known 
as the Alabama Veterans’ Assistance Fund, into which shall be deposited receipts 
from the one mill ad valorem tax as authorized in this act. The expenditure of ail 
monies deposited into the fund shall be budgeted and allotted pursuant to the 
Budget Management Act and Article 4 of Title 41 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 3. All of the surplus or residue of the one mill tax for the relief of 
needy Confederate soldiers and sailors and their widows remaining from its 
appropriation for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1996, upon passage of this 
bill, shall be transferred and deposited into the Alabama Veterans’ Assistance 
Fund established by Section 2, above. 


Section 4. All funds deposited into the Alabama Veterans’ Assistance Fund 
under the provisions of Section 3 are hereby appropriated for expenditure during 
the fiscal year ending September 30, 1997. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shail not affect the part which 
remains.

To amend Section 36-29-7 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to provide fora 
reserve in the health insurance fund administered by the State Employees’ 
Insurance Board. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 36-29-7 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to 
read as follows: 
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"(a) The state employees’ insurance board is hereby authorized to provide 
under the contract or contracts entered into under the provisions of this chapter 
that the cost of such insurance benefit plan for coverage of the employee shall be 
paid by the employer. 


(b) Each employee shall be entitled to have his spouse and dependent 
children, as defined by the rules and regulations of the board, included in the 
coverage provided upon agreeing to pay the costs of such coverage for such 
dependents. The board shall adopt regulations governing the discontinuance and 
resumption by such employees of coverage for dependents. 


(c) As used in the section, the employer shall mean the fund from which the 


salaries of such insured employees are paid. The board shall notify each agency 
whose employees are covered of the amount or amounts necessary to fund the 
coverage authorized under the provisions of this chapter for the following fiscal 
year for employees and for retired employees as a monthly premium per active 
member per month. The premium shall be in an amount that will provide a target 
reserve, at the end of the fiscal year, sufficient to cover two months of claims 
incurred but not reported and paid, based upon an independent actuarial report of 
expected claims to be paid during the fiscal year for which the premium amount is 
set. Beginning in fiscal year 1998, should the reserve be estimated by the board 
to fall below a one and half months reserve, the board may calculate the additional 
employer premium amount needed for the remaining months in the fiscal year to 
reach the targeted reserve and may notify each agency whose employees are 


covered, and the increased premium shall be effective for the remainder of the 
year, payable from the same funds and in the same manner as the original 


premium is paid. Should the reserve be estimated by the board to equal or 
exceed a three months reserve at the end of the fiscal year, the board shall 
provide each agency with a credit or rate reduction for the remainder of the fiscal 
year in an amount which will provide for the target reserve. For the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1998, the employer rate reduction and/or credit shall be an 
amount which will equate to $35,000,000 less than the rate would have generated 
at the current fiscal year 1997 level of $255 per month. This section applies only 


to the employer premiums and shall not affect dependent or retiree premiums 
which have been established by the board. There is hereby appropriated annually 
from each fund amounts sufficient to provide the employer's costs of the insurance 
benefit plan. In the case of those departments supported wholly by transfers from 
other state funds, there is hereby appropriated from the supporting funds such 
additional amounts as may be necessary to pay the sums required to pay the 
premium costs of employees of each department so supported in the same 
proportion as the other state funds contribute to the support and maintenance of 
such department. 


(d) During any period in which an employee’s dependents are covered 
under the chapter, there shall be withheld from the salary payment of such em- 
ployee the entire premium cost for coverage of such dependents under the terms 
of any contract or contracts entered into in accordance with the provisions of this 
chapter. 
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(e) There is hereby created in the state treasury a fund to be known as the 
state employees’ insurance fund. Such fund shall consist of and there shall be 
deposited into such fund all appropriations made from employer funds, under the 
provisions of subsection (c) of this section and all premiums paid by employees 
under the provisions of subsection (d) of this section and any other premiums paid 
under the provisions of this chapter.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the named 
funds for the 1997-98 fiscal year to the state agencies indicated, as the amounts 
to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and are in lieu of all 
monies appropriated for these purposes in other sections of the Alabama Statutes. 


For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures are listed 
by programmatic area and the totals for all programs are shown by the source of 
funds. It is intended that only the herein named funds be appropriated in the 
amounts specified to the named agencies and that the following definitions shall 
be applicable:

(c) “Capital Outlay" shall mean expenditures which result in the acquisition 
and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which have an appreciable and 
calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year, and shall be expended only 
for such purposes. 


(d) "Debt Service" shall mean an expenditure for the payment of interest 
and principal on bonded debt obligations of the State, and shall be expended only 
for such purposes. 
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(e) “Federat and Local Funds" shall mean all gifts, grants, contributions, or 
entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities 
or counties. 


SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses of the 
executive, legislative, and judicial agencies of the State, for other functions of 
government, for debt service, and for capital outlay for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1998, to be paid out of any monies hereinafter specified, from such 
other funds and accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, and the total amount to be expended for the items for which the 
appropriation is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided therefor, 
except as provided in the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 
through 12, Code of Alabama 1975. Provided, however, that regardless of the 
ending date of any pay period which has been or may be established by the 
Legislature for the payment of salaries of state employees, the entire payment due 
shall be made from the fiscal year’s appropriation in which the pay date falls.

That, except as may be herein otherwise provided, amounts 
herein specifically appropriated shall be in lieu of the amounts heretofore provided 
or appropriated by law for such purposes.

The request shall be approved unanimously by the Director of Finance, 
the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and Means, and the Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Economic Expansion and Trade prior to the purchase or 
lease of any automotive vehicle. 


(b) No funds appropriated in this Act shall be expended for the purpose of 
purchasing optional equipment on state motor vehicles that consist of stereo 
equipment, power seats, leather upholstery, premium wheel covers, deluxe 
exterior trim, or sun roofs. 


SECTION 11. It is the intent of the Legislature that the Finance Director 
shall notify the Chair of the House Committee on Ways and Means and the Chair 
of the Senate Committee on Economic Expansion and Trade of any inter-agency 
transfers, of any type, including contracting, of any of the funds appropriated in the 
Act. 


SECTION 12. Itis the intent of the Legislature that each agency receiving 
an appropriation in this appropriations act shall certify to the Department of 
Finance that it has a plan for its data processing and other computerized systems 
to become Year 2000 compliant. As part of the annual plan of operation, each 
agency shall certify in writing that the Year 2000 compliance plan is or will be 
implemented in a timely manner. This plan shall encompass those programs 
which are critical and necessary to the essential delivery of services to citizens, 
local governments, the federal government and other state entities. Each Year 
2000 compliance plan shall be based on standards for data storage and exchange 
as established by the Department of Finance. 


SECTION 13. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or 
portion of this Act or all or any portion of any appropriations herein made be held 
unconstitutional or invalid, it shall not affect any other section, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act or any other appropriation or 
appropriations or portion thereof hereby made not in and of itself unconstitutional 
or invalid. 


SECTION 14. All laws and parts of laws, general, special, private or local in 
conflict with or inconsistent with the provisions of this Act be and the same are 
hereby expressly repealed. 


SECTION 15. Each agency of the State funded through the provisions of 
this Act shall provide an equal opportunity for employment and business 
opportunities for all citizens of this state without regard to sex or race. 


SECTION 16. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1997.

To provide for a salary increase for certain state employees for the fiscal 
year beginning October 1, 1997 and would create a Joint Legislative Committee to 
Study Employee Compensation. 
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BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Beginning with the first pay day on or after October 1, 1997, all 
state employees who are listed in the classified and unclassified service of the 
state as defined in Section 36-26-10 of the Code of Alabama 1975, and all other 
state employees and hourly employees of the state, except those set out in 
Section 2 of this act, and all legislative personnel, officers, and employees, 
including, but not limited to, Legislative Reference Service personnel, whether 
subject to the state merit system or not, and all circuit clerks and state judges, 
except as provided in Section 2 of this act, and all employees of the county health 
departments who are employed subject to the state merit system and whose 
compensation is paid out of a budget provided and agreed upon by the state, 
county, or other contributing agency under the direction of the State Board of 
Health, shall receive a three percent salary increase. 


Any cost-of-living increase granted under this act shall in no way apply to 
nor increase any local supplement provided to any judge or any other employee of 
this state. The provisions of this act shall not apply to nor increase the compensa- 
tion of any local employee whose salary is tied to that of any state employee. The 
increase shall be in addition to the salary received by an employee. It is the 
intention of the Legislature that the Governor transfer such amounts to, from, and 
between departments, boards, bureaus, commissions, agencies, offices, and 
institutions under the direct control of the Governor for the purpose of paying the 
salary increase for state employees and officials. 


Section 2. This act shall not apply to any merit system employee or hourly 
employee whose service or rate of pay is covered by any labor agreement or 
contract, nor shall this act apply to a state judge whose salary is payable from the 
State Treasury if the salary of the judge is increased under and by virtue of any of 
the following: 


(1) The recommendations contained in the report of the Judicial Compensa- 
tion Commission to the 1997 Regular Session of the Legislature becoming law. 


(2) The enactment into law of legislation altering and amending the report. 


(3) Any other legislation enacted into law during the 1997 Regular or Special 
Sessions of the Legislature. 


Section 3. The Director of the State Personnel Department shail revise the 
schedule of rates set forth in the pay plan for state employees and shall certify the 
same to the State Comptroller, who shail issue warrants in accordance therewith. 
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With respect to all court officials and employees within the Unified Judicial System 
who serve the trial and appellate courts of the state and the Administrative Office 
of Courts, the Administrative Director of Courts shall revise the schedule of rates 
set forth in the pay plan for these court officials and employees to reflect the 
increase provided in this act, and shall certify the same to the State Comptroller, 
who shall issue warrants in accordance therewith. With respect to the legislative 
employees, the Secretary of the Senate for employees of the Senate, the Clerk of 
the House of Representatives for employees of the House of Representatives, the 
Director of the Legislative Reference Service for employees of the Legislative 
Reference Service, and the Director of the Legislative Fiscal Office for employees 
of the Legislative Fiscal Office, shall revise the schedule of rates set forth in the 
pay plan for these legislative employees to reflect the increase provided in this act, 
and shall certify the same to the State Comptroller, who shall issue warrants in 
accordance therewith. 


Section 4. The amounts necessary to pay state officials and employees the 
cost-of-living salary increase authorized by this act shall be paid from the several 
funds from which the salaries of state officials and employees are paid from the 
savings realized from the reduction in state employee health insurance premiums 
required by House Bill 746 of the 1997 Regular Session. In the event that the cost 
of the three percent salary increase, including associated employee benefit costs, 
for a state agency, board, bureau, or commission exceeds the savings realized by 
such entity from the reduction in state employee health insurance premiums, 
sufficient additional funds are hereby appropriated from the several state funds 
from which salaries of state officials and employees are paid, excluding the State 
General Fund and the Education Trust Fund, in an amount necessary to fund the 
difference in the costs of the pay increase and the savings realized upon certifica- 
tion by the Finance Director of the amount of difference. 


Section 5. There is hereby created a joint committee to be composed of 
three members of each house to be appointed by the presiding officer of each 
house. The State Personnel Director, the State Director of Finance, the 
Legislative Fiscal Officer, the State Budget Officer and three members appointed 
by the executive director of the Alabama State Employees Association shall serve 
as non-voting, ex officio members of the committee. The chair and vice chair of 
the committee shall bé elected at the first meeting by the members of the commit- 
tee. The committee shall gather data regarding the costs of salaries and benefits 
for the state employees of Alabama along with the costs of salaries and benefits 
for private industry in the State of Alabama. This committee shall study and 
analyze this data to make a comparison of these costs for state government with 
costs for private industry. The committee shall report its findings to the Governor 
and the Legislature by the fifteenth legislative day of the 1998 Regular Session. 
Unless continued by a joint resolution, the committee shall dissolve at that time. 
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Upon the request of the chair, the Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of 
the House shall provide such clerical assistance as may be necessary for the 
committee’s work. Each legislative member of the committee shall be entitled to 
his or her regular legislative compensation per diem and travel expenses for each 
day he or she attends a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any 
funds appropriated to the use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn on the state 
comptroller upon requisitions signed by the committee’s chair; provided, however, 
members shall not receive additional legislative compensation or per diem when 
the Legislature is in session or if a member is being paid any other payments on 
the same dates for attendance of other state business. The total amount of 
expenditures by this committee shall not exceed $5,000.00. 


Section 6. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that said 
committee, in session, has compared the following engrossed bill with the original 
bill and finds same correctly engrossed, to-wit: 


H. 775. To make further provision for the financing and construction of 
public roads and bridges in the State by the issuance of bonds by Alabama 
Highway Authority; to authorize the Authority to sell and issue from time to time 
not exceeding, in the case of bonds other than refunding bonds, $700,000,000 
aggregate principal amount of bonds; to authorize the Authority, subject to certain 
findings and determinations, to issue and sell refunding bonds to refund bonds 
issued by the Authority under the provisions of this act; to provide for the details 
and the method of execution of the said bonds; to provide that bonds shall be sold 
at public sale and that the Authority shall determine the manner, terms and 
conditions of such sale, and to make other provision respecting such sale and the 
permitted uses, applications and investments of proceeds from the sale of bonds 
including refunding bonds; to provide for the establishment, from such proceeds, 
of certain funds and for the use of such funds and any investment earnings 
thereon; to allocate proceeds of bonds to pay construction costs of projects 
identified in the Act and to permit the authority and the department of transporta- 
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tion to allocate and reallocate such proceeds to other projects under certain 
circumstances specified herein; to permit the authority and the department of 
transportation to enter into agreements respecting the disbursement of proceeds 
of bonds; to provide that bonds issued under this Act shall not create an obligation 
or debt of the State but shall be limited obligations payable solely out of the 
revenues of the Authority appropriated and pledged therefor; to provide that said 
bonds may be used to secure deposits of funds of the state and its 
instrumentalities and agencies and shall be lawful for the investment of trust 
funds; to provide a mechanism for defeasance of said bonds; to appropriate and 
pledge funds identified in this act to the extent necessary to pay the principal of, 
premium, if any, and interest on said bonds; to authorize the Authority to pledge 
for payment of the said principal of, premium, if any, and interest on said bonds 
the moneys appropriated and pledged in this Act for such purpose; to preserve 
prior pledges and covenants by the state; to adopt certain provisions of the act of 
the Legislature creating the Authority; to provide for a covenant of the Legislature 
not to reduce below certain levels appropriated and pledged taxes and fees while 
any of said bonds are outstanding and unpaid; to authorize the disbursement of 
moneys pledged for payment of said bonds; to provide that if any portion of this 
Act is held invalid such holding shall not affect:the validity of any other portion 
hereof; and to specify the effective date of this Act.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, That we respectfully request the Honorable Chief 
Justice and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court or a majority of them, to give 
this body their written opinion on the following important constitutional questions 
which have arisen concerning the pending bill, House Bill 942, a copy of which is 
attached to this resolution and made a part hereof by reference. 


House Bill 942 of the 1997 Regular Session provides in part “In Etowah 
County, additional court costs in the amount of five dollars ($5) per day shall be 
assessed and collected against each person incarcerated or booked in the 
Etowah County jail." The bill further provides that the sentencing court shall notify 
the respective court clerk of the exact amount of the assessment. The county 
sheriff and district attorney are empowered to collect the court costs. The 
revenues derived from the court costs are allocated to the Sheriff of Etowah 
County to be used for equipment and professional development purposes. 
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The following relevant constitutional and statutory provisions are respectfully 
presented: 


Article 1, and in particular Sections 1, 6, and 7 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, guarantees all citizens due process and equal protection rights. 


Section 96 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, provides that the Legisla- 
ture shall not enact any law not applicable to all the counties in the state regulating 
costs and charges of courts. 


Section 104 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, provides that the 
Legislature shall not pass a local law fixing the punishment of crime. 


Section 105 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, provides that no local 
law, except a law fixing the time for holding courts, shail be enacted in any case 
which is provided for by a general law. 


Amendment 62 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, provides that in 
Etowah County, the Legislature may by local law fix, regulate, and alter the fees to 
be charged or received by certain officers, including the sheriff, circuit clerk, and 
register of the courts. 


Section 14-6-22 of the Code of Alabama 1975, provides that inmates in a 
county jail may be charged for housing, maintenance, and medical costs. 


Chapter 19 of Title 12 of the Code of Alabama 1975, in several sections, 
levies court fees. 


Based on these provisions of law and other applicable provisions: 


1. Does House Bill 942 violate Article 1 and in particular, Sections 1, 6, and 
7 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901? 


2. Does House Bill 942 violate Section 96 of the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901? 


3. Does House Bill 942 violate Section 104 of the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901? 


4. Does House Bill 942 violate Section 105 of the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901?

child care for certain recipients; requiring transportation for recipients or 
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reimbursement of transportation expenses; providing for Medicaid assistance for a 
certain period; authorizing the services of qualified public and private 
organizations to assist in operating the program; creating the Welfare Reform 
Oversight Commission; creating the State Welfare Reform Coordinating Council;

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. This act shall be known and cited as the "Carns-Smitherman- 
Adams Alabama Family Assistance and Personal Responsibility Act." 


Section 2. (a) The Legislature finds that for the purpose of complying with 
the Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996, 
Public Law 104-193, and to receive Temporary Assistance for Needy 
Families (TANF) block grants, the State of Alabama shall satisfy all applicable 
federal conditions, including, but not limited to: 


(1) Ensuring that adults, persons who are not minors, in families receiving 
assistance under the TANF biock grant participate in work activities once the state 
determines that person ready to engage in work or after receiving assistance for 
24 months whichever is earlier. 


(2) Ensuring that TANF block grant money shall not be used to provide 
assistance to a family that includes an adult who has received assistance for 60 
months, whether or not those months are consecutive. 


(b) The Legislature further finds that on or before July 1, 1997, the Depart- 
ment of Human Resources shall establish and implement a Family Assistance 
Program in accordance with the Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity 
Reconciliation Act of 1996, Title lV, U.S.C. Section 401 et seq., and that all funds 
received by the state for this program shall be subject to appropriation by the 
Legislature consistent with the terms and conditions of Part A of Title IV of the 
Social Security Act and the Child Care Development Grant Act of 1990 and 
applicable state laws. 


Section 3. As used in this act, the following words shall have the following 
meanings: 


(1) CARETAKER. A person providing care to a child qualified for and 
receiving family assistance who is the child’s father, mother, grandfather, 
grandmother, brother, sister, uncle, aunt, or any blood relative, including those of 
half-blood, and including first cousins or first cousins once removed, nephews or 
nieces, and persons of preceding generations as denoted by the prefix of grand, 
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great, or great-great, including great-great-great grandparents, stepfather, 
stepmother, stepbrother, stepsister, a person who legally adopts the child or his or 
her parent, as well as the natural and other legally adopted children of such a 
person, and the spouse of any person named in the above groups. For the 
purposes of this act, all such relatives shall qualify as such whether the relation- 
ship be acquired by birth or adoption and neither divorce nor death shall terminate 
any such relationship. 


(2) COMMISSION. The Welfare Reform Oversight Commission that serves 
as the policy oversight body for welfare reform. 


(3) COUNCIL. The State Welfare Reform Coordinating Council that serves 
as the coordinating body for welfare reform in the state. 


(4) COUNTY WELFARE COORDINATING COUNCIL. The organization in 
each county that coordinates with the Department of Human Resources in the 
administration of the Family Assistance Program. 


(5) DEPARTMENT. The State Department of Human Resources. 


(6) FAMILY ASSISTANCE PROGRAM or PROGRAM. The public assis- 
tance program operated by the Department of Human Resources for the Tempo- 
rary Assistance for Needy Families block grant pursuant to Title IV of the Social 
Security Act. 


(7) MINOR CHILD. An individual who has not attained 18 years of age. 


(8) TANF. Temporary Assistance for Needy Families pursuant to the 
Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996. 


(9) TWO-PARENT FAMILIES. A legal or common law marriage between a 
man and a woman with at least one child in the home that is the biological, 
adopted, or step-child of the father. 


Section 4. Section 38-1-4, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to read as 
follows: 


"§38-1-4. 
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"tey(a) 
section It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation to solicit, 
disclose, receive, make use of or to authorize, knowingly permit, participate in or 
acquiesce in the use of, any lists or names of recipients of public assistance for 


commercial or political purposes of any nature, for publication in any newspaper, 
magazine, other periodical or otherwise, or for any purpose not directly connected 
with the administration of public assistance. 


"{d}(b) Penalty-fervielation— Any person, firm, or corporation that skal 


wilfully or knowingly vielate violates any provision of this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
$25.06 twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more than $4,696.00 one thousand dollars 
($1,000), and may also be imprisoned in the county jail for not more than 60 days. 


"{e}(c) Genfliets-with-Secial Security Aet— Should any portion or clause of 


this section be declared or adjudicated to be contrary to or inconsistent with the 
provisions of the Social Security Act that portion or clause of this section shall 
have no further force or effect." 


Section 5. (a) There is created the Family Assistance Program in the 
department for the purpose of providing benefits to needy families pursuant to the 
Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996, the 
federal welfare reform law. The department shall promulgate and enforce rules to 
determine eligibility for families under the program. 


(b) The department shall establish the eligibility requirements and benefit 
levels for the program which shall be the same for single- and two-parent families 
and shall be at least the same benefit level in place as of January 1, 1997. The 
department shall disregard the monthly benefits and any other income received 
from supplemental security income in determining the family’s eligibility for family 
assistance and the amount of assistance. Upon the marriage of a recipient, the 
department shall disregard the income and resources of the marriage partner of 
the recipient for a period of two months in determining eligibility and benefit levels. 
This marriage disregard shall be allowed one time per recipient. The department 
shall promulgate rules and regulations to disregard personal savings in an amount 
up to two thousand dollars ($2,000); or three thousand dollars ($3,000) if the 
assistance unit includes a member age 60 or older. The department shall 
disregard the personal savings of a minor in the assistance unit in an amount up to 
two thousand dollars ($2,000). The department shall also promulgate rules and 
regulations to disregard one vehicle per licensed driver in counting assets when 
determining eligibility. 
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(c) The department shall research the feasibility of establishing individual 
development accounts and shall report its findings to the Legislature on the first 
day of the 1998 Regular Session. 


(d) The department shall inform all applicants and recipients of assistance 
that the program provides transitional assistance benefits for the purpose of 
regaining self-sufficiency. The department shall also inform all applicants and 
recipients that the family assistance benefit level of any family who is receiving 
assistance on the effective date of this act may not be increased upon the birth of 
a child 10 months or more after the effective date of this act. Benefits for families 
approved for assistance after the effective date of this act may not be increased 
upon the birth of a child 10 months or more after the date of approval. 


(e) Every applicant for cash assistance pursuant to this act shall, upon 
application or reapplication, be informed of all of the following: 


(1) Their benefits, time limits and critical interim work requirements including 
a requirement to work in two years or less. 


(2) Job referral accessibility through the Department of Human Resources. 

(3) Availability of the Earned Income Tax Credit. 

Section 6. The department shall spend an amount equal to at least 100 
percent of the state’s maintenance of effort in fiscal year 1994 subject to legislative 
appropriations. 

Section 7. (a) The eligibility requirements established by the department 
shall determine income and assets limits, and include, but not be limited to, 


requiring: 


(1) Successful participation in the Family Assistance Program work program 
with exclusions approved by the department. 


(2) United States citizenship or alienage, as defined in the Personal Respon- 
sibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996. 


(3) Proof of residency in the State of Alabama. 
(4) Submission by any applicant or recipient of benefits to the department of 
his or her social security number, or numbers, if the individual has more than one 


such number. 


(5) Assistance to be paid only to families that include at least one minor child 
who resides with a caretaker. 


(6) A written statement by an applicant for benefits, during the application 
process, whether that individual or any member of his or her household has been 
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convicted under federal or state law of a felony offense which has as an element 
the possession, use, or distribution of a controlled substance as defined in Section 
102(6) of the Controlled Substance Act, 21 U.S.C. 802(6). This subdivision shall 
only apply to convictions occurring after August 22, 1996, the date of the enact- 
ment of the Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 
1996. 


(7) Compliance by any recipient of or applicant for benefits with all 
requirements regarding the assignments of right to support. 


(8) Participation by any recipient or applicant for family assistance benefits 
in procedures to establish paternity and to identify the father of a child born 
outside of marriage. 


(9) Require a custodial or noncustodial parent to cooperate with child 
support requirements as a condition of eligibility for food stamps. 


(10) Require a custodial parent to cooperate in establishing paternity as a 
condition of eligibility to receive any amount of cash assistance and any food 
stamps. 


(b) The department shall deny benefits through the Family Assistance 
Program to or on behalf of the following: 


(1) Any member of a family that includes an adult who has received benefits 
for 60 months or more, whether or not consecutive, through the program or any 
other state program that has been created and funded through the provisions of 
the Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996, after 
the date such state program has commenced, unless any one of the following 
occurs: 


a. In any month during which benefits were provided to that individual, he or 
she was a child and was not the head of a household or was not married to the 
head of a household. 


b. Benefits were provided to the individual during a month in which he or 
she lived on an Indian reservation or in an Alaskan native village as defined in the 
Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996. 


c. The department may exempt up to 20 percent of its caseload at any one 
time from the 60 month time limit based on hardship criteria, in accordance with 
federal law. 


d. The Legislature may elect to extend the period of eligibility for benefits for 
the individual and his or her family members through a program which is funded 
solely through state sources. 
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(2) An individual who has been convicted in federal or state court of having 
made a fraudulent statement or representation with respect to his or her place of 
residence in order to receive benefits simultaneously from two or more states 
under programs that have been created and funded by the Personal Responsibili- 
ty and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996, Title XIX, the Food Stamp Act 
of 1977, the Supplemental Security Income Program under Title XVI, or any 
program under Title IV-D of the Social Security Act. The period of ineligibility shall 
begin on the date an individual was convicted of the offense and shall continue for 
10 years. 


(3) Any individual who is fleeing to avoid prosecution or custody or confine- 
ment after he or she has been convicted under any federal or state law of a crime 
which is a felony or a probation or parole violator. 


(4) The parent or other caretaker of a minor child who fails to notify the 
county department of human resources of the absence of a minor child from the 
home by the end of the fifth day after it has become apparent to the parent or 
caretaker that the child will be absent from the home for a period of 45 days. 


(5) An individual convicted of any federal or state offense that is classified as 
a felony and has as an element the possession, use, or distribution of a controlled 
substance. 


(6) Families without a minor child residing with the custodial parent or other 
caretaker of the child or a pregnant individual. 


(7) Any aliens who are not qualified under the Personal Responsibility and 
Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act of 1996. 


Section 8. (a) Subject to necessary federal waivers and appropriation 
authority, the department in consultation with county welfare reform coordinating 
councils shall implement programs and policies designed to reduce a family’s 
dependence on welfare. The department may implement such programs 
statewide or as pilot projects in particular geographic areas. Such programs as 
are developed shall be implemented through regulations promulgated by the 
department. 


(b) Known charities, churches, applicable foundations, and civic groups shall 
receive a form developed by the department and mailed by each county depart- 
ment of human resources inviting each to assist needy families and applicants for 
assistance. The department shall compile a list of and way to contact the 
charities, churches, applicable foundations, and civic groups in each county willing 
to provide assistance. Upon initial application to the department for cash assis- 
tance and immediately prior to expiration of benefits, each applicant or recipient 
shall be presented a list of entities in the county who are willing to provide assis- 
tance. The list shall be updated every two years. 
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Section 9. No adult in a Family Assistance work program which is funded in 
whole or in part by funds provided by the federal government shall be employed or 
assigned to a job if another individual has been laid off from the same or substan- 
tially equivalent job or the employer has terminated a permanent employee from 
the same or substantially equivalent job or has otherwise caused an involuntary 
reduction of its work force in order to fill the vacancy created with an adult seeking 
to participate in work activities pursuant to the Family Assistance Program. The 
Department of Industrial Relations shall establish and maintain a grievance 
procedure to resolve complaints of alleged violations of this subsection; however, 
nothing in this subsection shall preempt or supersede any provision of state law 
that provides greater protections for employees from job displacement. 


Section 10. (a) Any person, age 20 or older, who is otherwise eligible for the 
Family Assistance Program shall be required to attend school if all of the following 
conditions apply: 


(1) The person has not graduated from a public or private high school or 
obtained a GED equivalent. 


(2) The person is physically and mentally able to attend school. 


(3) The person is a parent or caretaker with whom a dependent child is living 
and child care is available for the child. 


(4) The person is in a work program at least 20 hours a week and his or her 
assessment indicates that additional education is needed. 


(b) A caretaker who has received benefits through the Family Assistance 
Program who is a parent or caretaker of a minor dependent child shall, in order to 
retain eligibility for such benefits, ensure that any such minor dependent child 
attends school as required by rules and regulations developed by the department. 
Any sanction imposed by the department for a recipient’s failure to comply shall 
continue until the minor child is attending school as required by rules and 
regulations of the department; provided that the caretaker may file a petition with 
the court, in writing, requesting that such minor be relieved from the disability of 
nonage pursuant to the requirements of Section 26-13-2, Code of Alabama 1975. 


(c) The department shall develop rules and regulations to implement this 
section. 


Section 11. (a) The department shall require, as a condition of eligibility for 
benefits through the Family Assistance Program, that each applicant for, or a 
recipient of, benefits assign to the department any rights to support from any other 
person that such applicant or recipient may have on his or her own behalf or on 
behalf of any other family member for whom the applicant or recipient is applying, 
or is receiving, benefits. Such assignment of rights to support shall take effect 
upon a determination by the department that the applicant is eligible for assistance 
through the program. The assignment shall be effective for current and accrued 
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support obligations and shall authorize the division of child support enforcement of 
the department to bring an administrative or judicial action to establish or enforce 
a current support obligation, to collect support arrearages that have accrued under 
an existing order for support, or to seek reimbursement of a support obligation. 


(b) The department may not require as a condition of eligibility for benefits 
through the program that any member of a family assign to the department any 
rights to support which accrue after the date the family leaves the program. 


(c) Recipients of family assistance and food stamps, either or both, shall be 
required by the department to cooperate in establishing paternity, modifying, or 
enforcing a support order with respect to a child for whom benefits are sought or 
received. 


(d) If the division of child support enforcement determines that an individual 
who is receiving benefits through the Family Assistance Program or Food Stamp 
Program, either or both, fails or refuses to cooperate in establishing paternity or in 
establishing, modifying, or enforcing a support order with respect to a child for 
whom benefits are sought or received and if the individual does not demonstrate 
to the satisfaction of the department good cause for such failure or refusal to 
cooperate or enforce a support order, the department shall reduce or terminate 
assistance to the family. The department shall promulgate such regulations as 
are necessary to implement this subsection, including setting forth time frames for 
ineligibility and establishing exemptions deemed appropriate. 


Section 12. (a) Except as otherwise provided in this section, benefits 
through the Family Assistance Program shall not be provided to an unmarried 
individual who has not attained the age of 18 years if the individual: 


(1) Has a minor child at least 12 weeks of age in his or her care and the 
individual has not successfully completed a high school education or a course of 
study resulting in a certificate of general equivalence unless the individual 
participates in educational activities directed toward the attainment of a high 
school diploma or a certificate of general equivalence or an alternative educational 
or training program that has been approved by the department. 


(2) Is a single custodial parent of a child who is not residing in a home in 
which his or her parent, guardian, or adult relative is residing. Exceptions to this 
requirement shall be allowed in the following circumstances: 


a. The single custodial parent does not have a parent, legal guardian, or 
other appropriate adult relative who is living or whose whereabouts are known. 


b. The single custodial parent does not have a parent, legal guardian, or 
other appropriate adult relative who would otherwise meet applicable criteria to act 
as his or her legal guardian, and who allows the single custodial parent to live in 
their home. 
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c. The department determines that the single custodial parent or the minor 
child is being or has been subjected to physical or emotional harm, sexual abuse, 
or exploitation in the residence of the single custodial parent’s own parent or legal 
guardian. The department shall report any incidence of sexual abuse or rape of a 
minor to the appropriate district attorney and shall counsel and refer any adult 
victim of sexual abuse or rape to the appropriate district attorney. 


d. The department determines that substantial evidence exists of an act or 
failure to act that presents an imminent danger or harm to the single custodial 
parent or the minor child if the single custodial parent and the minor child lived in 
the same residence with the individual parent or legal guardian. 


e. The department otherwise determines that it is in the best interest of the 
minor child to waive these requirements with respect to the single custodial parent 
or the minor child. 


(b) in circumstances in which the department determines that an individual 
does not have an appropriate living arrangement in accordance with subsection 
(a), the department shall assist the individual in locating a second chance home, 
maternity home, or other appropriate adult-supervised supportive living arrange- 
ment. Thereafter, the department shall require the individual and any child who is 
in the care of the individual to reside in such other home living arrangement as a 
condition of the individual's continued eligibility for benefits through the Family 
Assistance Program. 


Section 13. Any family that applies for or receives assistance under the 
Family Assistance Program whose application for assistance is denied or not 
acted upon with reasonable promptness, or whose assistance has been 
recommended by the department for suspension, reduction, or termination is 
entitled to a hearing before a hearing officer. 


Section 14. The department shall, where feasible, promulgate rules to do 
the following: 


(a) Disregard all earnings for the first two continuous months of employment 
provided the individual works the number of hours per week required by federal 
law continuously through two months. This disregard shall be available two times 
per individual. An individual is eligible if he or she previously received assistance 
for three consecutive months immediately prior to first month of employment. 


(b) Recipients participating in an allowable work activity shall be eligible for 
child care assistance. Recipients leaving welfare due to earnings shall be eligible 
for child care assistance for a period of 12 months provided that they are working. 
This eligibility is contingent on the policy of the department regarding treatment of 
income and setting fees. No recommendation of any particular provider shall be 
given to the participant. 
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(c) Provide reasonable reimbursement for a cumulative period of six months 
after leaving welfare due to earnings for transportation expenses that are 
necessary for individuals to be able to participate in an allowable work activity 
under the Family Assistance Program. Reasonable reimbursement shall be based 
on all of the following: 


(1) Job location. 
(2) Sliding fee scale established by the department. 
(3) Availability of legislative appropriations. 


(d) Provide Medicaid assistance to a family of the program for 12 consecu- 
tive calendar months following the month in which the participating family would be 
ineligible for Medicaid assistance. 


(e) Engage the services of qualified public and private organizations where 
feasible to assist in the program. 


(f) The department shall generally insure, where feasible, that any contracts 
entered into for the services provided in subsections (b), (c), or (e) of Section 14 
shall reflect the racial, gender, geographic, urban/rural, and economic diversity of 
the particular county where the services are provided. 


Section 15. (a) There is created a State Welfare Reform Coordinating 
Council to serve as a body to assist in the coordination of welfare reform. The 
Council shall have the duty of reviewing the imp!ementation of federal and state 
laws, the rules and regulations of each agency represented on the Council, and 
county welfare reform coordinating councils’ initiatives. Each agency represented 
on the Council shall establish a mission statement that sets forth the 
responsibilities of that agency. The mission statement shall affirmatively assert 
that, although the Department of Human Resources is the named Title IV-A state 
agency, each of the agencies represented on the Council is responsible for 
programs designed to achieve significant welfare reform. The Council shall foster 
cooperation between government, education, and the private sector in meeting the 
needs of the TANF program. It shall also further cooperation between the 
business and labor communities, education and training delivery systems, and 
between businesses in developing highly skilled workers. Nothing in this act nor in 
any other provision of law shall be construed as prohibiting the exchange of 
information or data between and among the state agencies represented on the 
Council that is necessary for the sole purpose of implementing this act. 


(b) The Council shall be composed of the following members: 


(1) The Commissioner of the Department of Human Resources, who shall 
serve as Chair. 


(2) The Director of the Department of Industrial Relations or his or her 
designee. 
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(3) The Director of the Alabama Department of Economic and Community 
Affairs or his or her designee. 


(4) The Director of the Department of Transportation or his or her designee. 


(5) A representative from community action agencies appointed by the 
Governor from a list of recommended appointees submitted by the Community 
Action Agency Association of Alabama. 


(6) The Commissioner of Mental Health and Mental Retardation or his or 
her designee. 


(7) The State Health Officer or his or her designee. 


(8) The Commissioner of the Department of Rehabilitation Services or his or 
her designee. 


(9) The State Superintendent of Education or his or her designee. 


(10) The Commissioner of the Alabama Medicaid Agency or his or her 
designee. 


(11) Two appointees jointly agreed to by the Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor, one of whom shall be a representative from the business community 
and one of whom shall be a current or former family assistance recipient who 
reflects the ethnic majority of family assistance recipients in this state. 


(c) The Council shail perform the following duties: 


(1) Review the reports required to be submitted by the county welfare 
reform coordinating councils. 


(2) Annually review and recommend policies and programs to the Alabama 
Welfare Reform Oversight Commission. 


(3) Review the provision of services and the use of funds and resources 
under applicable federal TANF programs, and under state-financed job training 
and job retraining programs, and advise the Alabama Welfare Reform Oversight 
Commission on methods of coordinating such provision of services and use of 
funds and resources consistent with the laws and regulations governing such 
programs, 


(4) Review trends of out-of-wedlock births and recommend policy and 
program changes to the Alabama Welfare Reform Oversight Commission that will 
reduce these trends. 


(5) Hold public hearings to receive input from members of the community, 
owners of business concerns, representatives from the private sector, and current 
as well as former recipients of welfare assistance. 
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(6) Review outcome and output measures to measure the success of the 
department’s efforts in implementing the Family Assistance Program. The depart- 
ment shall keep the Council apprised of such outcome and output measures when 
applicable in the event the department implements new programs to comply with 
the TANF program requirements. 


(d) The Council shall review the reports of each county welfare reform 
coordinating council required in this act and shall monitor the strengths and 
weaknesses of each county council’s program. The Council is authorized to 
assess the county council’s progress toward achieving welfare-to-work and 
recommend policy revisions when applicable. 


(e) Members who are not state employees shall receive a per diem for each 
day actually engaged in meetings of the Council and all members shall be 
reimbursed for mileage and necessary expenses incurred in the performance of 
their duties. 


(f) All departments, agencies, institutions, regulatory agencies, and 
commissions shall furnish to the Council where practical and legal any available 
material requested by the Council. 


(g) A majority of the members of the Council shail constitute a quorum for 
the conduct of meetings and all actions of the Council shall be by majority of the 
members present and voting at a meeting. 


(h) The Council shall adopt self governing rules and regulations as it deems 
necessary to carry out its responsibilities. 


(i) The Council may commit and expend monies appropriated to it by the 
Legislature for its authorized purpose. 


(j) The State Welfare Reform Coordinating Council is subject to the 
provisions of the Alabama Sunset Law of 1981, and is classified as a 
nonenumerated agency as defined in Section 41-20-2. The Council! shall automat- 
ically terminate on October 1, 2003, and every six years thereafter, unless a bill is 
passed to continue, modify, or reestablish the Council. 


Section 16. (a) There is created the Alabama Welfare Reform Oversight 
Commission. !t shall serve as the oversight commission for assuring Alabama’s 
compliance with the Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation 
Act of 1996. 

(b) The oversight commission shall be comprised of the following members: 


(1) The Governor or his or her designee. 


(2) Two appointments by the Governor. 
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(3) The Speaker of the House of Representatives or his or her designee. 
(4) The Lieutenant Governor or his or her designee. 


(5) Two members of the House of Representatives, appointed by the 
Speaker of the House. 


(6) Two members of the Senate, appointed by the Presiding Officer of the 
Senate. 


(c) The members shall elect the chair of the oversight commission for a term 
of two years who shall continue to serve until a successor chair is appointed and 
qualified. 


(d) The terms of office for the members shall be four years and continue to 
serve until their successors are appointed and qualified. 


(e) Any vacancy shall be filled in the manner of the original appointment. 


(f) Members shall receive a per diem for each day actually engaged in 
meetings of the oversight commission and shall be reimbursed for mileage and 
necessary expenses incurred in the performance of their duties. 


(g) All departments, agencies, institutions, regulatory agencies, and 
commissions shall furnish to the commission where practical and legal any avail- 
able material requested by the oversight commission. 


(h) The oversight commission shall review and make annual 
recommendations regarding policies and welfare reform programs to the Governor 
and the Legislature that will further the implementation of federal requirements 
under the TANF program. The oversight commission shall work closely with the 
State Welfare Reform Coordinating Council in order to develop policy 
recommendations. 


(i) A majority of the members of the oversight commission shall constitute a 
quorum for the conduct of meetings and all actions of the oversight commission 
shall be by majority of the members present and voting at a meeting. 


(j) The oversight commission shall adopt self- governing rules and 
regulations as it deems necessary to carry out its responsibilities. 


(k) The oversight commission shall make and enter into contracts and 
interagency agreements as may be necessary and proper, subject to the 
provisions of Sections 29-2-40 to 29-2-41.3, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975. 


(I) The oversight commission may commit and expend monies appropriated 
to it by the Legislature for its authorized purpose. 
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(m) The oversight commission shall report its findings to the Legislature on 
the first day of each regular session until the year 2002. 


(n) The Alabama Welfare Reform Oversight Commission is subject to the 
provisions of the Alabama Sunset Law of 1981, and is classified as a 
nonenumerated agency as defined in Section 41-20-2. The commission shall 
automatically terminate on October 1, 2003, and every six years thereafter, unless 
a bill is passed to continue, modify, or reestablish the Commission. 


Section 17. (a) A county welfare reform coordinating council is established 
in each county to further the goals of the Family Assistance work program. Each 
agency represented on the county welfare reform coordinating council shall 
establish a mission statement that sets forth the responsibilities of that agency. 
The mission statement shall affirmatively assert that, although the Department of 
Human Resources is the named Title IV-A state agency, each of the agencies 
represented on the county welfare reform coordinating council is responsible for 
programs designed to achieve significant welfare reform. Each county welfare 
reform coordinating council shall assist local and county employers, both private 
and public organizations, and applicants for and recipients of family assistance 
benefits. The county welfare reform coordinating council in each county shall 
generally reflect the racial, gender, urban/rural, and economic diversity of the 
particular county where the services are provided. 


(b) The county welfare reform coordinating council shall be comprised of the 
following: 


(1) The county director of the department of human resources. 

(2) Three appointees by the county director of human resources, one of 
whom shall be a representative from the local church community and one of whom 
shall be a representative from the business community within that county. 

(3) A local representative from the department of industrial relations. 

(4) A representative from the local community action agency. 

(5) A county educational assessment officer appointed by the county 
director of human resources. The four largest counties shall have two county 
education assessment officers appointed by the county director of the department 
of human resources; whenever practical, one county education assessment officer 
shall be appointed from a city within the county. 

(6) A representative from the Department of Rehabilitation Services. 


(7) The chair of the county commission, or his or her designee. 


(8) A representative of the local chamber of commerce. 
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(c) The county welfare reform coordinating council shall perform the 
following duties: 


(1) Develop a local plan to address the work development needs of the 
Family Assistance Program that is responsive to the goals, objectives, and perfor- 
mance standards established by the State Welfare Reform Coordinating Council 
and that targets services to meet local and county needs, including the identifica- 
tion of industries and employers who are willing to employ workers who complete 
the eligibility interview and employee assessment programs. 


(2) Help ensure that the work program elements such as client orientation, 
immediate job search, job development, creation of public service jobs, job 
placements, and post placement follow-up of the Family Assistance Program are 
implemented according to the plan developed for work for recipients. 


(3) Promote cooperation and coordination among public organizations, 
community organizations, and private businesses providing work development for 
recipients. 


(4) Solicit participation of private organizations, nonprofit organizations, 
charitable organizations, and institutions of education in the delivery of services. 
The department shall generally insure, where feasible that any contracts entered 
inte for services shall reflect the racial, gender, geographic, urban/rural, and 
economic diversity of the particular county wehre the services are provided. 


(5) Make a quarterly report for the first two full years after the effective date 
of this act to the State Welfare Reform Coordinating Council outlining program 
successes and recommendations for policy changes. Thereafter, an annual report 
shall be required on January 1 each year thereafter. Each local agency involved 
in the county welfare reform coordinating council is responsible for providing to the 
council the number of family assistance recipients referred to that agency during 
the required reporting periods, the actions taken on that referral, the number and 
type of services provided, including but not limited to, job placements; jobs 
retained after 90 days; educational services; vocational services; transportation 
services; child care placements; and community service placements. 


(6) The county welfare reform coordinating council shall assist as a liaison 
between the program and employers. 


(7) The appropriate case worker shall where feasible and practical act as a 
liaison between individual recipients and employers. 


(d) The county welfare reform coordinating council is subject to the 
provisions of the Alabama Sunset Law of 1981, and is classified as a 
nonenumerated agency defined in Section 41-20-2. The council shall automati- 
cally terminate on October 1, 2003, and every six years thereafter, unless a bill is 
passed to continue, modify, or reestablish the council. 
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Section 18. The department shall develop a personal responsibility plan for 
each family. The plan shall set forth an employment goal, the obligations of the 
individual to become and remain employed as quickly as possible, and the 
services that the department may provide to that individual. The department may 
develop criteria to defer an individual from placement in a work related activity. If 
a non-deferred individual! fails to comply with mandatory provisions, without good 
cause, set forth in the personal responsibility plan, the department shall apply a 
financial penalty which shall at a minimum require a pro rata reduction in benefits 
as specified by federal law. Specific rules for noncompliance, good cause for 
noncompliance, and financial penalties shall be promulgated by the department. 


Section 19. The Legislature strongly encourages the Alabama Develop- 
ment Office, the Alabama Department of Economic and Community Affairs, and 
state industrial development boards or agencies to recruit and encourage 
businesses and industries to locate in economically distressed and rural counties 
by offering all available incentives, which may include tax incentives, state low 
interest loans, and development grants to employers that employ former family 
assistance recipients. 


Section 20. (a) A family approved for cash assistance shall initially receive 
assistance for a maximum cumulative period of 24 months. Any assistance 
received prior to the date of certification of the state plan under the Personal 
Responsibility and Work Opportunity Reconciliation Act shall not be counted in the 
24-month limitation. A family may re-apply for cash assistance for an additional 24 
months of assistance after a six month period without cash assistance. A family 
may apply for its remaining 12 months of the maximum five years of assistance 
after a second period of six months without cash assistance. 


(b) lf a person is engaged in work activities as defined in Section 21, subdi- 
vision (1), (2), (3), and (7) of subsection (d) and if those activities are available, 
both six months ineligibility periods as described in this Section are deferred. 
Such person may have these ineligibility periods deferred only if he or she 
participates in work activities the minimum number of hours required by federal 
law in order for the state to include him or her in their work participation rate, which 
shail include but not be limited to the applicant participating in work activities a 
minimum of 20 hours per week. 


(c) Nothing in this subsection shall be construed to require the State of 
Alabama to provide any work activities. 


Section 21. (a) Except as otherwise provided in this section, a caretaker 
receiving assistance under the program shall be required to engage in work when 
the department determines that the recipient is ready for such work based on an 
assessment. 


(b) A single custodial parent caring for a child who has not attained 12 
months of age shall not be required to engage in work; except that a minor parent 
who has not completed high school or obtained a GED high school equivalency 
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certificate shall be required to attend high school, pursue a GED high school 
equivalency certificate, or participate in a training program approved by the county 
welfare reform coordinating council if his or her child is 12 weeks of age or older.. 


(c) An adult may be exempt from the mandatory work activity requirement 
for the following reasons: 


(1) Incapacity. 
(2) Temporary illness or injury, verified by a sworn physician’s certificate. 


(3) Caretaker of a child under 12 months, for not more than 12 months of the 
60-month maximum benefit period. 


(4) Caretaker of an ill or incapacitated person, as verified by a sworn 
physician's certificate. 


(5) Age, if over 62 years or under 18 years of age. 


(6) Participating in treatment for substance abuse, with the appropriate 
caseworker’s ongoing approval. 


(7) An applicant or recipient who is a victim of domestic violence by docu- 
mentation of court records, police reports, or an authorized state agency case 
worker shall be deferred until the safety of the victim has been secured, from 
compliance with work requirements if participation would further endanger the 
applicant, recipient, or his or her dependent child or if work participation is 
otherwise precluded by the abuse. 


(d) For all families, all adults who are not specifically exempt shall be 
required to participate in work activities for at least the minimum average number 
of hours per week specified by federal law or regulation, not fewer than 20 hours 
per week, 35 hours per week for two-parent families, of which are attributable to 
any of the following allowable work activities: 

(1) Unsubsidized employment. 

(2) Subsidized private sector employment. 


(3) Subsidized public sector employment. 


(4) Work experience, including work associated with the refurbishing of 
publicly assisted housing, if sufficient private employment is not available. 


(5) On-the-job training. 


(6) Job search and job readiness assistance consistent with federal 
regulations. 
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(7) Community service programs. 


(8) Vocational educational training, not to exceed 12 months for any 
individual. 


(9) Satisfactory attendance at a high school or in a course of study leading 
to a high school equivalency certificate, for heads of household under age 20 
years who have not completed high school or received such certificate. 


(10) Education directly related to employment for heads of household under 
age 20 years who have not completed high school or received such equivalency 
certificate. 


(11) Activities which are permitted under a federally approved waiver 
granted to the department. 


(e) The following are allowable work activities which may be attributable to 
hours in excess of the minimum specified in subsection (d): 


(1) Job skills training directly related to employment. 


(2) Education directly related to employment for individuals who have not 
completed high school or received a high school equivalency certificate. 


(3) Satisfactory attendance at a high school or in a course of study leading 
to a high school equivalency, for individuals who have not completed high school 
or received such equivalency certificate. 


(f) No family assistance benefits may be given to any person to whom this 
section applies who fails without good cause to comply with the personal responsi- 
bility plan, or who has refused to accept a referral or offer of employment, training, 
or education in which he or she is able to engage subject to the penalties 
prescribed by the department. A person shall be deemed to have refused to 
accept a referral or offer of employment, training, or education if he or she does 
any of the following: 


(1) Fails to report for an interview with respect to employment when 
requested to do so by the department. 


(2) Fails to report to the department the result of a referral to employment. 
(3) Fails to report for allowable work activities as prescribed in this section. 
(g) The department shall promulgate rules and regulations for financial 


penalties for recipients who refuse to engage in allowable work activities, subject 
to the Administrative Procedure Act. 
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(h) An applicant or recipient who is a victim of domestic violence by docu- 
mentation of court records, police reports, or an authorized state agency case 
worker shall not be terminated from assistance for failure to comply with work 
requirements when the abuser has interfered with the efforts to comply or if such 
compliance would increase the risk of abuse to the recipient or dependent child or 
if the failure to comply results from actions taken by the perpetrator of the abuse 
and not within the ability of the recipient to control. 


Section 22. Any family that applies for or receives assistance under the 
Family Assistance Program whose application for assistance is denied or not 
acted upon with reasonable promptness, or whose assistance has been 
recommended by the department for suspension, reduction, or termination is 
entitled to a hearing before a hearing officer. 


Section 23. The department and the county welfare reform coordinating 
council shall carry out an intense public information campaign to inform low 
income workers, and especially family assistance recipients, of the availability of 
and application rules for the federal Earned Income Tax Credit (EITC), in order to 
maximize the refundable credit of federal income tax for those persons. The 
information campaign shall include publishing and circulating bulletins or notices to 
recipients of family assistance benefits and other public assistance that publicize 
and explain EITC and the criteria for family eligibility for the EITC. The department 
and the county welfare reform coordinating council also shall carry out an intense 
information campaign to inform employers of the availability of and the criteria for 
eligibility for the Work Opportunity Tax Credit (WOTC) which offers employers a 
credit against their federal tax liability for hiring people from certain groups, 
including family assistance recipients and any available state income tax deduc- 
tion for employers who hire persons receiving family assistance benefits. 


Section 24. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 25. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 26. This act shall become effective on July 1, 1997, following its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming law.

Section 2. All monies collected under the provisions of this act shall be 
deposited into the Unemployment Compensation Trust Fund.

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law;

WHEREAS, the Huntsville BMD team: performed the first demonstration of 
a successful intercept of an ICBM class ballistic missile in 1962, deployed the first 
and only BMD system in the United States, conducted the first nonnuclear inter- 
cept of an ICBM class ballistic missile in 1984; carried out the first and the largest 
number of nonnuclear intercepts of tactical ballistic missiles; and 


WHEREAS, the U.S. Army role in space has continued to provide significant 
contributions to battlefield communications, precise detection and tracking of 
threatening missiles, and a host of space-based capabilities tailored for the 
warfighter on the ground; and 


WHEREAS, the Huntsville BMD team has made significant contributions to 
BMD technology, including development of nuclear and nonnuclear interceptors 
and kill vehicles; advanced BMD radar and optical sensors; the first BMD comput- 
er and associated software and a long progression of innovations in BMD compu- 
tational capabilities; and a wide range of BMD phenomenology, components and 
techniques; and 


WHEREAS, the future of military space and BMD lies to a large extent in the 
hands of the men and women who work in the Army organizations centered in 
Huntsville, together with their industry teammates; and 


WHEREAS, the Army Space & BMD community in Huntsville is celebrating 
its 40th anniversary with special meetings and social events during the week of 
May 19-23, 1997; and 


NOW, THEREFORE, WE, the undersigned, salute the Huntsville Space &

WHEREAS, the American people have well understood their Constitution, 
and the values and powers it embodies; liberty, justice, and our physical and 
material security; these ideals remain the goals of our generation and our hope for

WHEREAS, a Constitution which protects our personal security is the heart 
of the American system; our Constitution seeks to ensure that each person is free 
of the threat of attack, free of actions by others that diminish life, liberty, health, or

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to the Alabama Sunset Law; to continue the existence and func- 
tioning of the Home Builders Licensure Board with certain modifications; to amend 
Sections 34-14A-2, 34-14A-3, 34-14A-5, 34-14A-7, 34-14A-8, 34-14A-11, 
34-14A-13, 34-14A-14, and 34-14A-15, Code of Alabama 1975; so as to provide 
further for definitions; provide for the membership of the board; to provide that 
certain records of the board are public; to provide further for licensure and the 
collection of fees; to provide further for the submission of financial information for 
initial licensure and renewal, to require the annual submission of financial informa- 
tion by licensees; authorize the levy of administrative fines; to provide that any 
document mailed certified mail return receipt requested is deemed filed when 
postmarked; to provide further for the reporting of violations; to provide further for 
penalties for violations; and to provide further for the operation of a recovery fund. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Pursuant to the Alabama Sunset Law, the Sunset Committee 
recommends the continuance of the Home Builders Licensure Board, with the 
additional recommendations for statutory change as set out in Section 3 of this 
act. 


Section 2. The existence and functioning of the Home Builders Licensure 
Board, created and functioning pursuant to Sections 34-14A-1 to 34-14A-17, 
inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, is continued, and those code sections are 
expressly preserved. 
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Section 3. Sections 34-14A-2, 34-14A-3, 34-14A-5, 34-14A-7, 34-14A-8, 
34-14A-11, 34-14A-13, 34-14A-14, and 34-14A-15, Code of Alabama 1975, are 
amended to read as follows: 


"§34-14A-2. 


“As used in this chapter, the following terms shall have the following 
meanings, respectively, unless the context clearly indicates otherwise. 


"(1) RESIDENTIAL HOME BUILDER. One who constructs a residential 
building or structure for sale or who, for a fixed price, commission, fee, or wage, 
undertakes or offers to undertake the construction or superintending of the 
construction, of any building or structure which is not over three floors in height 
and which does not have more than four units in an apartment complex, or the 
repair, improvement, or reimprovement thereof, to be used by another as a 
residence when the cost of the undertaking exceeds $40,060-00 ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000). Nothing herein shall prevent any person from performing these 
acts on his or her own residence or on his or her other real estate holdings. 
Anyone who engages or offers to engage in such undertaking in this state shall be 
deemed to have engaged in the business of residential home building. 


"(2) HOME BUILDERS LICENSURE BOARD. The board created herein to 
regulate the home building and residential construction industry. 


"(3) BOARD. The Home Builders Licensure Board. 


"(4) CONTRACTING. Except as exempted herein, engaging in residential 
and private dwelling construction business as a contractor. 


"(5) LICENSEE. A holder of a certificate issued pursuant to this chapter. 


"(6) LICENSE. A new license or a renewal license issued by the board 
pursuant to this chapter. 


"(7) INACTIVE LICENSE. A license issued at the request of a licensee, ora 
building official or a building inspector, which is renewable, but which is not 


currently valid. 


"(8) PERSON. Any natural person, limited or general partnership, 


corporation, association, limited liability company, or other legal entity, or any 
combination thereof. 


"{6) (9) DWELLING. A single unit providing complete independent residen- 
tial living facilities for one or more persons, including permanent provisions for 
living, sleeping, eating, cooking, and sanitation. 


"€ (10) STRUCTURE. A residence, including a site-built home, a modular 


home constructed off-site, a condominium, a-manufactured-home-placed-ona 
permanentfeundation,; a duplex or multi-unit residential building consisting of four 
dwelling units or less.

"There is hereby established the Home Builders Licensure Board. The 
board shall have nine members, at least one from each United States Congressio- 
nal District in this state, who shall be appointed as follows: three by the Governor, 
three by the Lieutenant Governor, and three by the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, from a list of three qualified individuals for each position, provid- 
ed by the governing body of the Home Builders Association of Alabama. Seven of 
the members shall be residential home builders, as defined in this chapter, with at 
least five years’ experience as a residential home builder and each shall be a 
bona fide resident of the State of Alabama. One member shall be a building 
official or inspector currently employed by a city, county, or state governmental 
entity and actively engaged in inspecting or regulating residential construction in 
this state. One shall be a consumer member of the general public not employed 
by or affiliated with a licensee hereunder, and who has no spouse or immediate 
family member employed by or affiliated with a licensee hereunder. The member- 
ship of the board shall be inclusive and reflect the racial, gender, geographic, 
urban/rural, and economic diversity of the state. Of the initial members of this 
board, the appointing authorities shall designate that each appointee shall serve 
for an initial term of one, two, or three years, their terms of office expiring on 
December 31, of said years. Subsequent terms shall be for a period of three 
years. This appointing authority shall make an appointment to fill a vacancy for 
the remainder of any unexpired term from a list of three qualified persons supplied 
by the governing body of the Home Builders Association of Alabama. Each board 
member shall hold over after the expiration of his term until his or her successor 
shall be duly appointed and qualified. 


"§34-14A-5. 


"(a) All residential home builders shall be required to be licensed by the 
Home Builders Licensure Board annually except that any person engaged in 
residential home building on or before January 1, 1992, shall be duly licensed by 
the board, without examination, after paying the required annual fee and submit- 
ting to the board, within a period of twelve months after sueh the board is 
established, one of the following: 


"(1) ¢a} An affidavit showing that sueh the residential home builder has 
constructed a minimum of one dwelling as defined herein within the year prior to 
January 1, 1992, or five dwellings within the previous five years.

"(b) Except as provided in this chapter, all licenses shall be issued or 
renewed upon the payment to the board of the annual license fee. The annual 
license fee shall be set by the board after it considers its cost of operation. The 
annual fee may be increased or decreased by the board but in no event shall the 
board set suehk the annual fee at an amount which would not provide sufficient 
revenues to pay all the salaries, costs, and expenses incurred by the board in 
enforcing this chapter. The board may charge application processing fees, 
inactive license fees, and late fees. The inactive fees may be waived for building 
officials. The board may, upon request in writing, refund fees, except the applica- 
tion processing fee, paid by an applicant who is denied a license or who fails to 


complete the application process. No fees shall be refunded to a licensee as a 
result of a license revocation. The annual license fee shall be for a period of 


twelve months beginning January first of each year. All license fees collected by 
the board shall be paid into the State Treasury to the credit of the Home Builders 
Licensure Board Fund and its funds shall be subject to withdrawal only upon 
warrant of the State Comptroller to be issued upon certification of the 
Secretary/Treasurer of the board. 


"(c) Any funds remaining in the State Treasury to the credit of the home 
builders licensure board fund at the end of each year shall be paid into the general 
fund of the state on or before January 15, in each succeeding year. The board is 
authorized, at all times, to retain a sum not in excess of $250,000.00 two hundred 


fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) to meet any emergency that may arise which 


may affect its efficient operation. 


"(d) No funds shall be withdrawn or expended except as budgeted and 
allocated according to Sections 41-4-80 threugh to 41-4-96, inclusive, and 41-19-1 
through to 41-19-12, inclusive, and only in amounts as stipulated in the general 
appropriations bill or other appropriations bills. 


"§34-14A-7. 


"(a) Any residential home builder who desires to be receive a new or renew- 
al license teensed under this chapter shall make and file with the board 30 days 
prior to the next meeting of the board a written application on a form prescribed by 
the board. Such application shall be accompanied by the payment of the annual 
license fee required by the board.

“If the board finds the applicant qualified to engage in residential home 
building in Alabama, the applicant shall be issued a license. An applicant rejected 
by the board shall be given an opportunity to be reexamined after a new applica- 
tion has been filed and an additional application fee paid. 


“A record shall be made and preserved by the board of each examination 
and the findings of the board pertaining to the examination. A copy of the record 
shall be made available to any applicant requesting it upon the payment of a 
reasonable fee for same to the board. 


Any licensee who desires to receive an inactive license shall 
make and file with the board a written application for an inactive license on a form 
prescribed by the board prior to the expiration of his or her current license.

"When a complaint is filed which may result in liability for the recovery fund, 
the complainant shall notify the board in writing, by certified mail, when the action 
is commenced. 


"When the notice is received, the board may enter an appearance, file 
pleadings and appear at court hearings, defend or take action it deems appropri- 
ate either on the behalf and in the name of the defendant or in its own name. The 
board may seek any appropriate method of judicial review. The board may settle 
or compromise the claim. Any expenses incurred by the board in defending, 
satisfying, or settling any claim shall be paid from the recovery fund. 


“When a complainant recovers a valid judgment in a court of competent 
jurisdiction against a licensee on the grounds set out above, the aggrieved party 
may, when judgment is final, file a verified claim in the court in which the judgment 
was entered and, on 30 days’ written notice to the board, may apply to the court 
for an order directing payment out of the recovery fund of the amount remaining 
unpaid on the judgment. 


“The court shall proceed on such application forthwith and, on hearing, the 
complainant shall be required to show that: 


"(1) He or she is not the spouse, child, or parent of the debtor, or the 
personal representative of the spouse, child, or parent or a shareholder officer or 
director of the debtor; 


"(2) He or she has obtained a judgment, as described in this section, stating 
the amount of the judgment and the amount owing on the judgment at the date of 
the application, and, that in such action, he or she had joined any and all bonding 
companies which issued corporate surety bonds to the judgment debtor as 
principal and all other necessary parties.

These sums may be invested by 
the State Treasurer in any investments which are legal under the laws of this 
state. Any interest or other income from investments of the recovery fund shall be 
deposited into the recovery fund. 


"When, on order of the court, the board has paid from the recovery fund any 
sum, the board shall be subrogated to all the rights of the judgment creditor, and 
all his or her rights, title, and interest in the judgment, to the extent of the amount 
paid from the recovery fund, shall thereby be assigned to the board. Any amount 
and interest recovered by the board on the judgment shall be deposited to the 
fund. 


"Each licensee shall notify the board within 10 days after notice to him or her 
of the institution of any criminal prosecution against him or her, or of a civil com- 
plaint against him or her, if the subject matter of the civil complaint involves a 
residential home building transaction or involves the goodwill of an existing home 
building business or licensee. The notification shall be in writing, by certified mail, 
and must include a copy of the complaint or, if a criminal charge, the specific 
charge made against him or her together with a copy of any indictment or informa- 
tion making the charges. 


"Each licensee shall notify the board in writing by certified mail within 10 
days after he or she receives the notice that any criminal verdict has been 
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rendered against him or her, or that a criminal action pending against him or her 
has been dismissed, or that a civil action in which he or she was a defendant and 
which involved a home building transaction or the goodwill of a home building 
business has resulted in a judgment or been dismissed.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) Upon application to the judge of probate or license 
commissioner, compliance with motor vehicle registration and licensing laws, 
payment of regular fees required by !aw for license plates for private passenger or 
pleasure motor vehicles, and payment of an additional annual fee of fifty dollars 
($50) for a prenumbered license plate or upon payment of an annual fee of sixty 
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dollars ($60) for a personalized license plate, owners of motor vehicles who are 
residents of Alabama shall be issued distinctive Alabama Wildlife Federation 
license plates. 


(b) These plates shall be valid for five years, and may then be replaced with 
plates of the same type or other valid plates. 


(c) Payment of required license fees and taxes for the years during which a 
new plate is not issued shall be evidenced as provided in Section 32-6-63 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975. 


(d) The Alabama Wildlife Federation shall design, or have designed, the 
plate which design shall be approved by the Department of Revenue. Section 
32-6-54 of the Code of Alabama 1975, shall not apply to the plates designed 
pursuant to this section. 


(e) The plates shall be issued, printed, and processed like other distinctive 
and personalized plates provided for in Chapter 6 of Title 32 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975. 


Section 2. The net proceeds of the additional revenues derived from sales 
of the distinctive plates, less administrative costs including the costs of production 
incurred by the Department of Corrections in producing the plates, shall be 
distributed by each judge of probate or license commissioner to the State Comp- 
troller. Thereafter, the State Comptroller shall distribute the proceeds monthly to 
the Alabama Wildlife Federation which shall expend the proceeds in fulfillment of 
its purposes and objectives with oversight by its board of directors. 


Section 3. In addition to any and all other funds heretofore or hereafter 
appropriated, after the deduction of any fees and any costs of production, the sum 
of two thousand dollars ($2,000) as cost to implement and administer this act is 
appropriated to the Department of Revenue from the fees collected pursuant to 
this act. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not affect the part which 
remains. 


Section 5. This act shall become effective on January 1, 1998.
